THE TRAVANCORE- COCHIN TRANSFER OF PROPERTY 

( AGRICULTURAL LANDS) BILL. 
A Bill to define and amend the law relating to transfer of agri 
cultural lands by act of partics. 

Preamble . WHEREAS it is expedient to define and amend 
the law relating to transfer of agricultural lands- by act of parties 

Be it enacted in the Fifth Year of the Republic of India as 
follows: 

Short title, extent and commencement. (1 ) This Act may be 
called the Travancore -Cochin Transfer of Property (Agricultural 
Lands) Act , 1954 . 

(2 ) It extends to the whole of the State of Travancore 
Cochin . 

( 3) It shall come into force on such date as the Government 
may, by notification in the Gazettc, appoint. 

Provision relating to transfer of agricultural land. The Trans 
fer of Property Act, 1882 (Central Act IV of 1882 ), in so far as it 
relates to any-matter enumcrated in List II in the Seventh Schedule 
to the Constitution of India, applicable to agricultural land, shall 
extend to and be in force in the State of Travancorc-Cochin as if 
it had been passed by the Legislature of the State of Travancore- 
Cochin . 

3. Power to remore difficulties . If any doubt or difficulty arises 
in giving effect to the provisions of this Act, the Goverrunent may 
by Itification in the Gazette , make such provisions or give such 
directions as appear to them to be necessary for the removal of such 
doubt or difficulty . 

4 : Repeal. The Cochin Transfer of Property Act XVII of 
I! 11, is hereby repealed. 
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Statement of objects and reasons. 
The Transfer of Property Act, 1882 (Central Act IV of 1882 ) 
was anicnded by the Part B States (Laws) Act, 1951 cmpowering 
the Governments of Part B States to extend the Act to their States 
by notification in the Gazette. Accordingly the State Government 
issued a notification extending the Transfer of Property Act to this 
State . 

The subject matter of the Transfer of Property Act relates to 
" Transfer of Property other than agricultural land " falling under 
Entry 6 of List III of the Seventh Schedule to the Constitution of 
India and Transfer of Agricultural land " falling under Entry 18 of *** 
List II. The power to.make laws in respect of matters enumerated 
in List II is vested exclusively in the State Legislature. Hence the 
extension of the Transfer of Property Act to this State effected by 
the State Government in virtue of the powers conferred by the Par 
liament of India can have effect only in so far as the Act relates 
to the transfer of property, other than agricultural land. As regards 
transfer of agricultural lands the existing laws continue in force. 
Io the Cochin area of the State the provisions of the Cochin Trans 
fer or Property Act, XVII of int governs 

this matter . 

In the 
Travancore area there is no separate enactment ; but the principles 
embodicd in the Transfer of Property Act, .1883 are being followed . 
The Cochin Transfer of Property Act very closely follows the Cen 
tral Act. There is thus no material difference between the laws 
applicable to transfer of property other than agricultural land and 
and transfer of agricultural land . However it is considered desir 
able to have a single enactment governing the transfer of all proper 
ties in the whole State , With this object in view it is proposed to 
extend to this State the provisions of the Transfer of Property Act, 
1882 in so far they relate to transfer of agricultural land . This 
Bill is intended to achieve this object.

THE TRAVANCORE- COCHIN CHITTIES BILL. 


A Bill to define, amend and consolidate 

the law relating to Chitties . 
Preamble . WHEREAS it is expedient to define , amend and 
consolidate the law relating to Chitties ; 

Bc it enacted in the Fifth Year of the Republic of India 
as follows : 

PART 1. 


PRELIMINARY, 


1. Short title , extent and commencement. ( 1 ) This Act may 
be called the Travancore -Cochin Chitties Act, 1954 . 

( 2 ) It extends to the whole of the State of Travancore 
Cochin . 

(3 ) It shall come into force at once. 
2. Definitions. In this Act, unless the context otherwise 
requires 

(1 ) " Approyed Bank" means a bank approved by the 
Government from time to time for the purposes of this Act; 

(2 ) " Chitty " means a transaction whether called chitty 
or kuri,by which one or more persons hereinafter called the 
foreman or foremen enter into an agreement with a number 
of persons that every one of the contracting parties shall 
subscribe a certain amount of money or quantity of grain by 
periodical instalments for a certain definite period and that 
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each in his turn , as determined by lot or by auction or in 
such other manner as may be provided for in the variola , shall 
be entitled to the prize amount. 

Explanation 1. A transaction in which the right to a prize 
is wholly dependent upon the drawing of lots and whereby some 
alone, but not all of the subscribers, get the prize without any 
liability to pay future contributions is not a chitty within the 
meaning of this clause , 

Explanation II . A transaction in which all the subscribers 
get prizes by turns with a liability to pay future contributions 
is not a chitty if the prize winner is not entitled to get the prize 
amount as defined in clause (9 ). 

Illustration . A starts a chitty with 200 subscribers each 
of whom pays a monthly instalment of Rs. 10 for 120 instalments. 
One prize is drawn every month up to the fortieth instalment 
and thereafter two prizes every month until all the subscribers 
got their prizes . Out of the total monthly collection of Rs. 2,000 , 
Rs . 200 is set apart for discount and the prize winner is paid 
Rs. 1,000 . The foreman is allowed the use of the balance of 
Rs. 800 until the same is required for payment to the prize 
winners. The transaction is not a chitty.. 

(3 ) " Chitty amount" means the sum total of the contri 
butions payable by all the subscribers for any instalmentwithout 
any deduction for discount as defined in clause (4 ) ; 

( 4 ) " Discount" means the amount of money or quantity of 
grain which a prize winner has, under the terms of the variola , 
to forego for the payment of veethapalisa, foreman s commission 
or such other expenses as may be prescribed ; 

(5 ) " Drawing" includes the mode of ascertaining the prize 
winner at any instalment of the chitty by lot or by auction or in 
such other manner as may be provided for in the variola ; 

( 6 ) " Foreman " is the person who under the variola , is 
responsible for the conduct of the chitty ; and includes all persons 
taking his place under Section 37 ; 

( 7) " Non -prized subscribers does not include a defaulter 
subscriber ; 

(8 ) Preserihed " means prescribed by rules made under 
this Act , 

( 9 ) " Prize amount" means " the chitty amount" less 
discount" ; it includes , in the case of a fraction of a ticket, the 
difference between the proportionate chitty amount and the 
discount on the particular fraction of the ticket ; when the 
prize is payable in movable , it means the value thereof at the 
time it becomes payable ; 

(10 ) " Registrar means a Registrar appointed by the 
Government under Section 59 ; 

(11 ) " Special resolution " means a resolution which is passed 
at a meeting specially convened for the purpose of the general 
body of subscribers by a majority of not less than two-thirds of 
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the subscribers present at the meeting in person or by proxy, 
such majority being also subscribers representing not less than 
three -fourth , in value of the general body of non -prized and 
unpaid prized subscribers , if any ; 

( 12 )." Subscriber " includes a person who holds a fraction of 
a ticket, and also a transferee by assignment in writing or by 
operation of law ; 

( 13 ) " Ticket" means the share of a subscriber in a chitty 
which entitles the holder thereof to,the chitty amount at any one 
instalmentwith or without any deduction by way of discount , 

( 14 ) " Variola " is a document whether called variola or 
vaimpu , containing the articles of agreement between the fore 
man and the subscribers relating to the chitty ; 

( 16 ) " Veethapalisa " is the share of a subscriber in the 
discount available under the variola for rateable distribution 
among the subscribers at each instalment of the chitty . 


PART 11. 


OF CONSTITUTION AND REGISTRATION . 


3 . What transaction void . Transactions partaking of the 
nature of a chiity but not falling within the definition in clause 
( 2 ) of Section 2 are void . 

4. Punishment for partaking in transactionsdeclared void by 
Section 3. Any person who conducts or is responsible for the 
conduct of any transaction declared void by Section 3 shall be 
punishable with imprisonment for a term which may extend to 
six months or with fine which may extend to three hundred 
rupees or with both . 

5. Prohibition of chitty not sanctioned or registered under 
this Act. ( 1 ) No chitty shall, after the commencement of this 
Act , be started and conducted unless the previous sanction of 
such officer as may be empowered by the Government in this 
behalf is obtained therefor and unless the chitty is registered in 
accordance with the provisions of this Act. 

( 2 ) Whoever contravenes the provisions of sub -section (1 ) 
shall be punishableſ with imprisonment for a termn which 
may extend to one ycar or with fine which may extend to five 
hundred rupees or with both . 

6. Prohibition of invitation for subscription except under a 
certain condition . ( 1) No person shall issue or publish any 
notice, circular, prospectus or other document inviting the 
public to subscribe for tickets in any intended chitty or contain 
ing the terms and conditions of any such chitty unless such 
notice , circular , prospectus or other document contains a state 
ment that the previous sanction required by Section 5 has been 
obtained . 

(2 ) Whocver contravencs the provisions of sub -section (1 ) 
shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term which way

extend to six months or with fine which may extend to three 
hundred rupees or with both . 

7. Saving of some chittes. ( 1) Notwithstanding anything 
contained in Section 5 , the provisions of this Act shall not apply 
to a chitty if the chitty amount or the value thereof is less than 
one hundred rupees : 

Provided however, that no person shall conduct such a chitty 
except under a licence and in accordance with such terms and 
conditions as may be prescribed by the Government . 

(2 ) Whoever conducts a chitty of the class specified in sub 
section (1 ) without taking a licence as provided therein ar 
violates any of the terms and conditions prescribed ( thereunder 
or of the conditions of the licence shall be punishable with fine 
which may extend to fifty rupees . 

8. Variola . In every chitty there shall be a variola in dupli 
cate signed by each of the subscribers or by a person authorised 
in writing by the subscriber in that behalf. Such signature shall 
be attested by at least one witness . 

9 . Particulars of variola . The variola shall contain the follow 
ing particulars and shall not contain any other particulars 
inconsistent with the provisions of this Act. 

( 1) the full name and residence of every subscriber ; 

(2 ) the number of tickets or the fraction thereof held by 
each subscriber ; 

(3 ) the number of instalments and the amount payable for 
each ticket at every instalment ; 

( 4 ) the date on which the chitty is to begin and the date on 
which it is to terminate ; : .. 

(5 ) the mode of ascertaining the prize winner at the succes. 
sive instalments ; 

(6 ) the amount of discount which a prize winner at any 
instalment has to forego ; 

(7 ) the mode and proportion in which the discount is distria 
butable by way of vecthapalisa , foreman s commission and other 
expense, if any ; 

(8 ) the time and place at which the chitty is to be con 
ducted ; 

( 9 ) the instalment at which the foreman is to get the prize ; 

( 10) the approved bank or banks in which chitty moneys 
shall be invested by the foreman under the provisions of this 
Act; 

(11) the consequence to which a non -prized or prized subs. 
criber or the foreman will be liable if he violates any of the 
provisions of the variola ; 

(12 ) the nature and particulars of the security offered by 
the foreman under Section 17 ; and . 

( 13 ) any other particulars that may from time to timebe 
prescribed by the Government. 
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10. Registration . ( 1 ) Every variola with its duplicate shall 
be filed by the foreman with the Registrar along with the order 
sanctioning the starting of the chitty , and the Registrar shall 
register and return the variola with an endurgement that the 
chitty is registered . 

( 2 ) On the registration of the variola , the Registrar shall 
endorse on the duplicate a certificate that the chilly is registered , 
and shall retain in his office the duplicate as so endorsed along 
with the order sanctioning the starting of the chitty . 

11. Effect of registration . Every endorsement under sub 
section (1 ) of Section 10 shall be conclusive evidence that the 
chitty is duly registered under this Act. 

12. Copies of variola to be given to subscribers. 
subscriber to a chitty shall be supplied by the foreman with a 

( 1 ) Every 
true copy of the variola certified as such by the foreman within 
fourteen days of the first drawing thereof. The foreman shall 
file with the Registrar along with the copy of the minutes for the 
next succeeding instalment, the acknowledgment given by the 
subscribers of the receipt by them of copies of the variola , 

(2 ) If the foreman makes default in complying with the 
requirements of this section , he shall be punishable with fine 
which may extent to fifty rupees. 

13. Alteration of variola . ( 1) Subject to the provisions of 
this Act and to the conditions contained in the variola, the sub 
scribers to a chitty may , by a special resolution , alter or add to 
the articles in the variola in respect of any one or all of the 
following matters, namely : 

(i) the time at which or the place where the chitty is to 

be conducted ; 
(ii) the reduction of the chitty amo,int ; 
( iii ) the continuance of the chitty in accordance with the 

provisions of Section 37 ; or 
(iv ) the suspension or prolongation of the chitty : 
Provided that the prolongation of a chitty shall not extend 
beyond one year from the date of termination of the chitty as 
originally fixed in the variola. 

Any such alteration or addition shall be as valid as if origi 
nally contained in the variola and shall be subject in like manner 
to alteration or addition by a special resolution . 

( 2 ) A true copy of every special resolution passed under 
sub - section ( 1) shall be filed by the foreman with the Registrar 
within fourteen days from the date of such resolution . 

( 3) Every subscriber shall be supplied by the foreman by 
registered post or otherwise with a true copy of every special 
resolution within fourteen days from the date of such resolution . 
The foreman shall file with the Registrar along with the copy of 
the special resolution the acknowledgments given by the 
subscribers of the receipt by them of copies of the special 
resolution , 


(4 ) If the foreman makes default in complying with the re 
quirements of this section , he shall be punishable with fine which 
may etxend to one hundred rupees . 

14. Time and place of conducting chitty . ( 1) Every drawing 
of prizes in a chitty shall be conducted at the time and place 
mentioned in the variola and in accordance with the provisions 
contained therein . 

(2 ) If a foreman makes default in complying with the re . 
quirements of sub- section ( 1), he shall be punishable with 
imprisonment for a term which may extend to three months or 
with fine which may extend to one hundred rupees or with both . 

15. Minute of proceedings. A minute of the proceedings of 
every drawing shall be kept in a book and shall be signed by the 
foreman and by at least two subscribers . It shall also be signed 
by the prize winner or his agent in cases where the prize amount 
is determined by auction . Such minute shall state clearly 

( 1) the date and hour when , and the place where , the pro 
ceedings began and ended : 

(2 ) the number of the particular instalment of the chitty of 
which the proceedings are recorded ; 
( 3 ) the names of the subscribers present ; 

the person or persons who obtained the prize ; 
(5 ) the amount of discount ;; and 

(6 ) full particulars regarding the disposal of the prize 
amount in respect of the preceding instalment and disposal 
of uppaid prize amount, if any , in respect of any previous 
instalment. ... 

16. Copy of minute to be filed with Registrar , ( 1) A true 
copy of such minute certified as such by the foreman sha]] 
be filed by him with the Registrar within fourteen days from 
the date of the instalment to which it relates or before the 
date of the next succeeding instalment whichever is earlier. 

( 2 ) If the foreman makes default in complying with 
the requirements of sub - section ( 1 ) or Section 15 , he shall 
be punishable with fine which may extend to one 

hundred 
" rupees for every day during which he continues so to make 
defualt ; and if there are more foremen than one , who under 
the terms of the variola is responsible for the conduct of the 
chitty , every such foreman shall be liable to the like penalty . 

PART III. 

OF THE FOREMAN , 
17. Security to be given by foreman . ( 1 ) For the proper 
conduct of the chitty , every foreman shall , before the first 
drawing of the chitty execute 

( a ) an indenture of mortgage and trust in favour of 

the Registrar as trustee charging by way of 
security property sufficient to the satisfaction of 
the Registrar for the realisation of twice the 
chitty amount ; 


or 


(b ) a bond in favour of the Registrar , depositing cash 

in any approved bank of not less than the chitty 
amount and pledging the pass book with the 

Registrar: 
Provided however, that if the property charged by way 
of security be movable property , the same shall be deposited 
in such manner as may be provided for in the variola , or 
with such authority as the Government may appoint in this 
behalf. 

( 2 ) If any foreman makes default in complying with the 
requirements of sub - section ( 1) , he shall be punishable with 
fine which may extend to five hundred rupees. 

( 3 ) The security given by the foreinan under sub -section 
( 1) shall not be liable to be attached in execution of a decree 
or otherwise until the chitty is terminated and the claims 
of all the subscribers are fully satisfied . 

(4 ) The Registrar may , after the termination of a 
chitty and after satisfying himself that the claims of all the 
subscribers have been fully satisfied , release the property 
charged by way of security or order the release of the cash 
security deposited by the foreman under sub -section ( 1) and 
in so doing he shall follow such procedure as may be pres 
cribed in that behalf . 

(5 ) The security furnished under sub -section ( 1) shall 
be kept in tact during the currency of the chitty and the fure 
man shall not commit any such acts with respect thereto as 
are calculated to impair materially the nature of the security 
or the value thereof. 
18. The rights of a foreman . The foreman shall be entitled 
(a ) to obtain his prize at the instalment specified in 

the variola without any deduction for discount ; 
(b ) to such commission or remuneration not exceeding 

five per cent. of the chitty amount as may be fixed 

in the variola for the conduct of the chitty ; 
(c ) to receive and realise all contributions from the 

subscribers , and to distribute the veethapalisa 

among them 
(d ) to demand reasonable security from any prized sub 

scriber for the amount of future subscriptions 

payable by him ; 
( e ) to substitute subscribers in the place of defaulters ; 

and 
if) to do all other acts that may be necessary for the 

due and proper conduct of the chitty . 
19. The duties of a foreman . ( 1) The foreman sball, on the 
prized subscriber furnishiny sufficient security for the payment 
of future subscriptions, be bound to pay him the prize amount 
and shall be entitled to get from him an acknowledgment in 
writing duly registered evidencing such payment : 
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Provided that the forman shall on demand by the prized 
subscriber, pay him on the due date the amount which repre . 
sents the difference between the prize amount and the amount 
of future subscriptions without any security whatsoever, and 
in such case the foreman shall, before the date of the next suc 
ceeding instalment, diposit in an approved bank mentioned in 
the variola the amount of future subscriptions and he shall not 
withdraw the amount so diposited except for payment of 
future subscriptions. 

(2 ) If, owing to the default of the prized subscriber the 
prize amount due in respect of any drawing remains unpaid 
before the date of the next succeeding instalment, the foreman 
shall invest the same forthwith in any approved bank mentioned 
in the variola and intimate in writing the fact of such invest 
ment to the prized subscriber. 

(3 ) Payment of the prize amount or the investment of the 
amount of future subscriptions under sub - section ( 1 ) or the 
investment of the prize amount under sub - section (2 ) shall be 
intimated to the subscribers at the next succeeding instalment 
and such payment or investment entered in theminute of pro 
ceedings of that instalment. 

If the amount of future subscriptions or the prize 
amount has not been invested in accordance with the provisions 
of sub -section (1 ) or sub - section ( 2 ) or if the amount so invested 
has been withdrawn for purposes other than those for which the 
.same has been held in deposit , or if the requirements of sub 
Section ( 3 ) have not been complied with , the foreman shall be 
punishable with fine which may extend to five hundred rupees . 

20. Books to be kept by the foreman . The foreman shall 
keep . 

( i) a register containing 
(a ) the names and full addresses of the subscribers to 

gether with the number of shares held by each sub 

scriber ; 
( b ) the dates on which the subscribers signed the 

variola ; and 
( c) in case of assignment by a subscriber, the name and 

full address of the assignee with the date of the 
assignment and the date on which the assignment 

has been recognised by the foreman ; : 
( 2 ) a book containing the minutes of the proceedings men 
tioned in Section 15 ; 
( 3 ) a ledger containing 
( a ) the amount paid by the subscribers and the dates. 

of such payments ; 
( b ) the amount paid to the prized subscribers with the 

dates of such payments; and 
( c ) in case of deposit in bank , the date and amount of 

such deposit ;. 
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(4 ) such other books including a day book as may be 
prescribed from time to time by the Government. 

21. Punishment for failure to keep books. If any foreman 
makes default to keep the books as required by Section 20 he 
shall be punishable with fine which may extend to one hundred 
rupees . 

22. Balance Sheet. ( 1 ) Every foreman shall prepare and file 
with the Registrar in such manner and within such time as may 
be prescribed in that behalf, a balance sheet relating to the year 
of account containing a summary of the assets and liabilities of 
the chitty and giving such particulars as will disclose the nature 
of the assets and liabilities and how the value of the assets has 
been arrived at and duly audited by a Chitty Auditor appointed 
under Section 59. 

( 2) If any foreman makes default in complying with the 
provisions of sub- section ( 1), he shall be punishable with fine 
which may extend to one hundred rupees. 

23. Liability of the foreman to the subscribers. (1 ) Every 
foreman shall be liable to the subscribers for the amounts due 
to them . 

( 2 ) Where there are more foremen than one in a chity 
each one of them shall be jointly and severally liable to the 
subscribers in respect of the obligations arising out of the 
chitty . 

24. Withdrawal of a foreman . Where there are more fore. 
men than one in a chitty none of them shall withdraw from it 
unless such withdrawal is assented to in writing by all the non 
prized and unpaid prized subscribers and a copy of such assent 
has been filed with the Registrar within fourteen days from the 
date of such assent. Such withdrawal shall not, however , affect 
the security given under Section 17. 

PART IV . 


OF NON -PRIZED SUBSCRIBERS, 
25. Non -prized subscribers to pay subscriptions and get 
receipts. Every non -prized subscriber shall pay his subscription 
at the time and place mentioned in the variola and shall on such 
payment be entitled to get a receipt from the foreman . In 
default of such payment he shall be liable to such consequences 
as are provided for in the variola, 

26. Removal of defaulting subscribers. (1 ) If a non - prized 
subscriber defaults to pay his contribution in accordance with 
the terms of the variola the foreman shall remove him from 
the list of subscribers and substitute any other person in his 
place . Every such removal and substitution shall with the dates 
thereof be entered in the chitty books, A written notice of 
such removal and substitution shall be given by the foreman 
to the defaulting subscriber within fourteen days thereof. 


(2 ) A true copy of the entry referred to in sub -section (1 ) 
shall be filed by the foreman with the Registrar within fourteen 
days from the date of such removal or substitution and any 
amount of arrears of subscriptions realised from a substituted 
subscriber shall , before the date of the next succeeding instal 
ment, be deposited by the foreman in an approved bank men 
tioned in the variola . The foreman shall not withdraw the 
amount so deposited except for payment to the defaulter sub 
scriber. 

(3 ) If any foreman makes default in complying with tbe 
requirements of this section , he shall be punishable with fine 
which inay extend to one hundred rupees , 

27. Amount due to defaulter subscriber how dealt with . 
( 1 ) When a substituted subscriber draws the prize amount, 
the defaulter subscriber shall be entitled to recover from 
the foreman his contributions subject to such deductions 
as may be provided for in the variola . The foreman shall on 
demand made by the defaulter subscriber and on his executing 
acknowledgment duly registered be bound to pay to the de 
faulter subscriber the amount due to him before the date of the 
next succeeding instalmect: If the defaulter subscriber fails 
to furnish the acknowledgment as aforesaid , the foreman shall 
before the date of the next succeeding instalment deposit in 
an approved bank the amount due to the defaulter subscriber . 
The amount so deposited shall not be withdrawn by the fore 
man for any purpose other than for payment to the defaulter 
subscriber. 

(2 ) Any foreman who contravenes the provisions of sub 
section (1 ) shall be punishable with fine which may extend to 
three hundred rupees. 


PART V. 


OT PRIZED SUBSCRIBERS . 


28 , Prized subscriber. to sign minute of proceedings. In 
cases where the prize amount is determined by auction , every 
prized subscriber or a person authorised by him in writing shall 
sign the minute of the proceedings relating to the drawing at 
which he obtains his prize . 

29. Prized subscriber to give security . ( 1) Before drawing 
the prize amount every prized subscriber shall furnish , and 
before making payment of the prize amount the foreman shall 
take, sufficient security for the due payment of future subscrip 
tions; and, if the foreman is the prized subscriber, he shall 
give security for the due payment of future subseriptions to 
the satisfaction of the Registrar. 

( 2 ) If any foreman makes default in complying with the 
provisions of sub - section ( 1 ) , he shall be punishable with fine 
which may extend to one hundred rupees .

30. Consequences of prized subscriber defaulting to pay the 
subscription . Every prized subscriber shall pay his subscrip 
tions regularly at the time and place mentioned in the variola 
and shall on such payment be entitled to get a receipt from the 
foreman, and in defalut of such payment, he shall be liable to 
such consequences as may be provided for in the variola . 

31. Foreman to give notice in writing before demanding 
payment of all future subscriptions. (1 ) A foreman shall not 
be entitled to claim consolidated payment of all the future sub 
scriptions from a defaulting prized subscriber unless he shall 
have demanded the same in writing . 

( 2 ) If, in a suit instituted by a foreman for consolidated 
payment of future subscriptions from a defaulting prized sub 
scriber , the defendant pays into court on or before the date 
to which the suit is posted for evidence the arrears of subscrip 
tions till that date together with interest thereon at the 
rate provided for in the variola or at 12 .per cent. per annum 
wichever is lower , and the costs of the suſt, for payment to 
the plaintiff , then , notwithstanding any contract to the con 
trary , the court shall pass a decree directing the defendant to 
deposit in court, for payment to the plaintif , the future sub 
scriptions on or before the dates , on which they fall due and 
making him liable for consolidated payment of all the future 
subscriptions with interest thereon case of delault to deposit

32. Transfer of rights of foreman when voidable. ( 1) No

OF MEETINGS OF THE GENERAL BODY OF SUBSCRIBERS, 


36. How meetings to be held ( 1) The foreman may, on his 
own initiative, convene a special meeting of the general body 
of scribers for considering any proposal to pass a special 
resolution . 

(2 ) The foreman shall convene such a meeting on the 
requisition in writing of not less than twenty - five per cent of : 
the number of non - prized and unpaid prized subscribers , and 
the meeting so convened shall be held within thirty days of

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PART VIII 


OF TERMINATION OF CHITTIES , 


37. Provision for continuation of chitties in certain cases. 
( 1) When a foreman dies or becomes of unsound mind , his 
legal representative or his guardian , as the case may be, shall, 
in the absence of any provision in the variola to the contrary , 
take the place of the foreman and have the right to continue 
the chitty or to make suitable arrangements for the further 
conduct thereof. 

( 2 ) When a foreman is adjudicated an insolvent under 
the law relating to insolvent debtors for the time being in 
force or withdraws from the chitty under Section 24 or fails to 
conduct the chitty at any instalment or any other date before 
the next succeeding instalment as may have been agreed upon 
by a special resolution in that behalf, any one or more of the 
non -prized subscribers authorised by a special resolution may , 
in the absence of any provision in the variola for the future 
conduct of the chitty , take the place of the foreman and have the 
right to continue the chitty or to make suitable arrangements for 
the further conduct of the chitty . 

38. Termination of chitty . A chitty shall be deemed to have 
terminated only 

( 1 ) when the period fixed in the variola or the period as 
altered by a subsequent special resolution for the duration of the 
chitty has expired ; 

(2 ) when all the non -prized and unpaid prized subscribers 
consent in writing to the termination of the chitty and a copy of 
such consent is filed with the Registrar whithin fourteen days 
from the date of such consent; or 


( 3 ) when the legal representative of a deceased foreman or 
the guardian of a foreman of unsound mind or the subscriber or 
subscribers selected therefor fail to conduct the chitty or make 
suitable arrangements for the further conduct of the chitty as 
provided for in Section 37 : 

Provided , however , that if there are more foremen than one 
and one or more such foremen are living and are not disqualified 
to act under Section 37 , the chitty shall not be deemed to have 
terminated under ihis clause , if there is provision in the variola 
enabling the remaining foreman or foremen to conduct the chitty 
or if the non -prized and unpaid prized subscribers agree by a 
special resolution to the conduct of the chitty by the remaining 
foreman or foremen . 

39. Copy of special resolution , etc., to be filed with the Regis 
trar . ( 1 ) A true copy of every assent mentioned in Section 24 
and of every consent and special resolution mentioned in Section 
38 shall , with the date of such assent, consent or resolution, be 


filed by the foreman or by the remaining foreman or foremen , 
as the case may be , with the Registrar within fourteen days from 
the date of such assent, consent or resolution . 

( 2 ) If any foreman makes default in complying with the 
requirements of sub - section ( 1 ), he shall be punishable with fine 
which may extend to one hundred rupees, 

40. Refund of non - prized subscriber s contributions. ( 1) Ex 
cept in the case of clauses ( 1 ) and ( 2 ) of Section 38 , every non 
prized subscriber shall, unless otherwise provided for in the 
variola , be entitled to get back his contributions at the termina 
tion of the chitty without any deduction for veethapalisa , if any, 
received by him . 

(2 ) Except in the case of clauses (1 ) and (2 ) of Section 38 , if 
the chitty terminates on a date earlier than the date originally 
fixed in the variola , the non -prized subscriber s claim shall be 
deemed to have arisen on the date on which he has notice thereof. 

41. Preference of subscribers over chitty assets. Where 
there are debts due from the foreman of a chitty in relation 
thereto and also other debts due from such foreman , the chitty 
assets shall be a first charge for payment of the chitty debts due 
to the subscribers .

OF INSPECTION OF DOCUMENTS . 
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42. Foreman to allow subscriber to examine chitty records . 
( 1) Every foreman shall allow non -prized and unpaid prized 
subscribers all reasonable facilities on all chitty days within 
such hours as may be provided therefor in the variola, for the 
inspection of security bonds and documents , receipts and other 
records, taken from prized subscribers or furnished by the

trar or an Inspecting Oficer may inspect the chitty books and 
records after giving due notice in writing to the foreman .

OF WHDING UP OF CHITTIES 


45. Chitty when to be wound up. A chitty may be wound 
up by the District Court within whose territorial jurisdiction 
the chitty has been registered, 

( 1) if the chitty has terminated under clause (3 ) of the 
Section 38 ; or 

( 2 ) if the foreman fails to furnish the security specified 
in Section 17 , or if he commits any such acts in respect thereto 
as are calculated to impair materially thenature of the security 
or the value thereof, or if he fails to deposit the chitty moneys 
in accordance (with the provisions of sub -sections ( 1) and (2 ) 
of Section 19 , or sub -section (2 ) of Section 26, or sub -section 
( 1 ) of Section 27, or sub - section (4 ) of Section 31; or 

( 3) if it is proved to the satisfaction of the court that 
the foreman is unable to pay the amounts due to the subscribers . 

Explanation : In determining whether the foreman is un . 
able to pay such amounts, the court shall take into account his 
contingent and prospective liabilities in respect of the chitty; or 

(4 ) if execution or other process issued on a decide 
or order any court in favour of any subscriber in respect of 
amounts due to him from the chitty is returned unsatisfied in 
whole or in part ; or 

(5 ) if it is proved that there has been fraud or collusion 
on the part of the foreman in the matter of taking securities 
from prized subscribers; or 

( 6 ) if the foreman has appropriated the prize amount in 
his capacity as a subscriber without furnishing sufficient secu 
rity for future subscriptions; or 

(7 ) if it is just and equitable that the chitty should be 
wound up. 

46. Winding up application . The application to the court for 
the winding up of a chitty shall be by a petition presented by 
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any non -prized or unpaid prized subscriber or by the Registrar, 
signed and verified in the manner prescribed by the Code of 
Civil Procedure, 1908 , and shall contain such particulars as 
may be prescribed : 

Provided that no petition for winding up a chitty under 
clauses (3 ) and ( 7 ) of Section 45 shall lie unless such petition 
is presented by at least twenty -five per cent in value of the 
non- prized and unpaid prized subscribers , if any, or with the 
previous sanction of the Government. 

Explanation : For the purposes of the proviso to this sec 
tion a subscriber of a fraction of a ticket shall be deemed to 
be a subscriber only to the extent of such fraction . 
? 47. Insolvency or liquidation a bar to winding up proceedings. 
Notwithstanding anything "contained in Sections 45 and 46, ao 
petition for the winding up of a chitty shall be entertained by 
à court if proceedings under the law "relating to Insolvency for 
the time being in force are pending against the foreman for 
adjudging him an insolvent or, where the foreman is a company, 
if proceedings for winding up the company are pending against 
such company in a court. 

48 . Commencement and effect of winding up order. An 
order for the winding up of a chitty shall operate in favour of 
all the subscribers to whom amounts are due from the chitty 
and it shall be deemed to bave commenced from the time of 
the presentation of the petition for the winding up . 

49. Injunction order. The court may, upon the application 
of the foreman or of any subscriber to whom amounts are 
due in respect of the chitty , at any time after the presentation 
of the petition for the winding up of a chitty under this Act 
and before the making of an order for the appointment of an : 
interim Receiver or for ding up the chitty , restrain further 
proceedings in any suit or proceeding instituted against the 
foreman for the realisation of amounts due from the chitty , .. 
upon such terms as the court thinks fit . 
: 50. Powers of court" on hearing the petition . On hearing 
the petition , the court may dismiss it with or without costs 
or adjourn the hearing conditionally or unconditionally or make 
an interim order or any other order that it deems fit. 

51. Vesting of chitty assets in Receiver . On the making 
of an order for winding up a chitty , the entire chitty assets 
shall vest in the court or in the Receiver appointed by the 
court, for distribution amongst subscribers to whom amounts are 
due in respect of the chitty . 

52 . Suits stayed on winding up order. When a winding up 
order has been made or an interim Receiver has been appointed , 
no suit or other legal proceedings shall be continued or com 
menced against the foreman by a subscriber for the realisation 
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of amounts due to him in respect of the chitty except with the 
leave of the court winding up the chitty and on such terms as 
the court may impose. 

53. Copy of tpinding up order to be filed with the Registrar. 
( 1). On themaking of a winding up order , it shall be the duty 
of the petitioner in the winding up proceedings and of the 
Receiver to file with the Registrar a copy of the order, within 
one month from the date of the making of the order . 

(2 ) On the filing of a copy of the winding up order the 
Registrar shall make an entry thereof in his books relating to 
the chitty and shall notify in the Gazette that such an order has 
been made . 

54. Stay of winding up proceedings on insolvency of foreman 
and transfer of insolvency proceedings . Where during the 
pendency of the proceedings for winding up a chitty , the fore 
man or all the foremen , where there are more than one foreman , 
are adjudicated insolvents, or where the foreman is a company, 
the company hasbeen ordered to be wound up by the court, the 
winding up proceedings under this Part shall cease and the 
distribution of the chitty assets shall , subject to the provisions 
contained in Sections 41 and 48 bemade by the Insolvency court 
or the court winding up the company, as the case may be. 
Where insolvency proceeding against the foreman are pending 
in different courts , the High Courtmay transfer the proceedings 
from one court to another as it may deem fit. 

55. Penalty , ( 1) Where a petition presented for winding 
up a chitty is dismissed and the court is satisfied that the peti 
tion was frivolous or vexatious, the court may on the application 
of the foreman award against the petitioner such amount not 
exceeding five hundred rupees at it deems reasonable compen . 
sation to the foreman for the expense or injury occasioned to 
him by the petition and the proceedings thereon and such 
amountmay be realised as if the award were a decree. 

( 2 ) An award under sub-section (1 ) shall bar any suit for 
compensation in respect of such petition and the proceedings 
thereon . 

56. Right of appeal. The foreman , any subscriber, the 
Receiver or any other person aggrieved by a decision or order 
of the court in proceedings for winding up a chitty may withip 
two months from the date of such decision or order , appeal to 
the High Court. 

57. Limitation . ( 1 ) Where an order refusing to wind up a 
. chitty has been made under this Act, the chitty sliall be deemed 
to have been under suspension from the date of the presentation 
of the petition to the date of such order in respect of non - prized 
subscribers ; and notwithstanding anything contained in the 
variola , no non- prized subscriber who was not a defaulter on the 
date of the presentation of the petition for winding up shall be 
deemed to be a defaulter on the date of its dismissal. 

( 2 ) Where an order refusing to wind up a chitty has been 
made under this Act, in computing the period of limitation 
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prescribed for any suit or other legal proceedings (other than a 
suit or application in respect of which the leave of the court has 
been obtained ) which mighthave been brought or made out for 
the presentation of the petition for winding up the chitty , the 
period from the date of the presentation of the petition to 
the date of the order refusing to wind up the chitty shall be 
excluded : 

( 3 ) Nothing contained in this part shall affect the right 
of the subscriber to proceed against the foreman personally for 
the balance , if any , of the amount due to him after the declara 
tion of the final dividend in proceedings for winding up the 
chitty , and in computing the period of limitation prescribed for 
any such suit or application for execution of a decree, the 
period from the date of the presentation of the petition for 
winding up the chitty to the date of the of declaration the 
final dividend shall be excluded .

REGISTRATION OFFICE AND FEES. 


58. Registration Office . For the purpose of registration of 
chitties under this Act, there shall be offices at such places as 
the Government think fit , and no chitty shall be registered 
except at such ofices. 

59. Appointment of Registrars, Inspecting Officers and Chitty 
Auditors . The Goverament may appoint Registrars for the 
registration of chitties under this Act, and also Inspecting 
Oficers and Chitty Auditors, and may by rules prescribe their 
respective duties. 

60. Inspection of documents in the Registrar s Office . Any : 
person may inspect the documents kept by the Registrar, on 
payment of such fees as may be prescribed and any person 
may require a certificate of registration of any chitty or a 
copy or extract of any other document to be certified by the 
Registrar on payment, for the certificate , certified copy or 
extract, of such fees as may be prescribed . 

61. Leavy of fees. ( 1) There shall be paid to the Registrar 
such fees as the Government may from time to time prescribe 
for , 

( a ) a licence under Section 7, such fee not exceed 

ing one rupee. 
(b ) the registration of a variola under Section 10 ; 
( c) filing with the Registrar of copies of ducuments 

as required under Sections 13 (2 ) , 16 ( 1) , 26 ( 2) , 

35 ( 2 ) and 39 ; 
(d ) the inspection of a document under Section 60 ; 
(e) any certificate, copy or extract under Section 69 
(1) the audit of any balance sheet and the issue of 

audit certificates ; and 


: ( g) such other purposes as appear necessary to effect 

the purposes of this Act. 
( 2 ) A table of fees payable under suh -section ( 1) shall 
be published in the Gazette . 

PART XII, 
MISCELLANEOUS. 


62. Payments to be evidenced by documents. All (payments 
in respect of a chitty whather by the foreman or by the subs 
criber shall be evidenced by documeats in writing . 

63 Cognisance of offences . No court inferior to that of a 
Magistrate of the first class shall try an offence under this 
Act. 

64. Application of fine. The court imposing any fine under 
this Act may direct that the whole or any part thereof be 
applied in or towards payment of the costs of the pro 
ceedings. 

65. Compoundings of offence. ( 1) Notwithstanding anything 
contained in the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1898 , any officer 
empowered by the Government in this behalf may at any 
time, on receipt of such compensation , as may be fixed by 
such officer , compound any offence punishable under the 
foregoing provisions of this Act. 

( 2 ) Such composition shall have the effect of an 
acquittal of the accused . 

66. Penalty for false statemen .. Whoever in any document 
required by or for the purposes of any of the provisions of 
this Act , wilfully makes a statement false in any material 
particular knowing it to be false , shall be punishable with 
imprisonment for a term which may extend to one year, or 
with fine which may extend to five hundred rupees or with 
both . 

67. Power to enter and search any place and to seize docu 
ments etc. If the Registrar or the Inspecting Officer appointed 
under Section 59 has reason to suspect that any person con 
ducts or is responsible for the conduct of a chitty in contra 
vention of the provisions of this Act, he may, for reasong 
to be recorded in writing, enter and search any place, house , 
building, shed , enclosure or tent and may seize such books, 
registers , accounts or documents as may be necessary , and 
shall grant a receipt for the same, and shall retain the same 
only for so long as may be necessary for the examination 
thereof or for a prosecution . 

68. Interest at more than 12 per cent, not to be allowed on 
grain . No court shall award interest on claims for grain art 
sing under this Act at more than 12 per cent per annum . 

69. Power of courts to grant relief in certain cases . Nothing 
cantained in the foregoing provisions of this Act shall effect 
the powers vested in courts for granting relief against any 
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of the provisions contained in the variola , if the same be 
unconscionable or opposed to the provisions of any law . 
70. Power to make rules . 

( 1 ) The Government may make 
rules for the purpose of carrying into effect all or any of the 
provisions of this Act not inconsistent therewith , 

( 2 ) In particular and without prejudice to the gene 
rality of the foregoing power, they may make rules 

(a ) with reference to all matters expressly required 

or allowed by this Act to be prescribed ; 
(b ) as to the procedure to be followed by the Regis 

trar , in registering a variola ; 
(c ) as to the procedure to be followed by the Registrar 

for the release of the property or of the cash secu 
rity furnished or deposited by the foreman under 

Section 17 ; 
(d ) as to the safe custody of books, papers and docu 

ments in the Registrar s office and also for the 
destruction of such books, papers and documents 

as need no longer be kept. 
(e) as to the procedure to be followed for the winding 

up of a chitty under Part X ; 
(f) as to the auditing of balance sheets and the issue 

of audit certificates ; and 
(g ) generally for the purpose of carrying into effect 

the provisions of this Act. 
( 3 ) All rules made under this section shall be published in 
the Gazette and upon such publication shall have effect as if 
enacted in this Act. 

71. Recovery of amounts due from a foreman . All amounts 
due from a foreman to the Government under this Act by way 
of any fee or as compensation for the composition of any offence 
against this Act shall be recoverable as arrears of public 
revenue . 

72. Repeal. The Travancore Chitties Act, 1120 (Act XXVI 
of 1120 ), the Cochin Kuries Act, VII of 1107 and the Cochin 
Starting of Kuries (Restriction ) Act, XII of 1120 are hereby 
repealed ; 

Provided however that such repeal shall not affect in any 
manner the operation of those enactments in respect of chitties 
started before the commencement of this Act. 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS . 


In the Travancore area , the law relating to Chitties is 
contained in the Travancore Chitties Act, 1120 and in the Cochin 
area in the Cochin Kuries Act, VII of 1107. The starting of 
Kuries is restricted in the Cochin area by the provisions con 
tained in the Cochin Starting of Kuries (Restriction ) Act, XII 
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of 1120. It is considered necessary to repeal the above enact 
ments and to re -enact the provisions thereof with certain modi 
fications so that there will be a uniform law on the subject which 
will apply throughout the State . In the working of the Travan 
core Chitties Act and the Cochin Kuries Act , certain difficulties 
were experienced and it is proposed so far as may be to remove 
those difficulties by effecting certain modifications in the exist 
ing law . The Bill is intended to achieve the above objects.

FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM . 


Clause 59 of the Bill provides for the appointment of Regis 
trars for the registration of chitties and Inspecting Officers and 
Chitty Auditors. The Seb- Registrars functioning as ex - officio 
Chitty Registrars now attend to the work of registration of 
Chitties . The existing practice will continue. There will be no 
additional expenditure on this account. 

The appointment of Inspecting Officers and Chitty Auditors 
will no doubt involve expenditure. But there is already a 
machinery functioning and it is not proposed to appoint addi 
tional officers , On this account also to additional expenditure 
is involved .

THE TRAVANCORE-COCHIN PUBLIC HEALTH BILL . 


A Bill to make provision for advancing the Public Health of 
the State of Travancore - Cochin . 

Preamble . Whereas it is expedient to make provision for 
advancing the public health of the State of Travancore - Cochin ; 

Be it enacted in the Fifth Year of the Republic of India as 
follows : 


CHAPTER I. 

PRELIMINARY. 
1. Short title , extent and commencement. 
may be called the Travancore- Cochin Public Health Act, 1954 , 

( 1 ) This Act 
( 2 ) It extends to the whole of the State of Travancore 
Cochin , 

( 3 ) It shall come into force on such date as the Govern 
mentmay, by notification in the Gazette , appoint. 

2. Definitions. In this Act, unless there is anything repug 
nant in the subject or context, - 

( 1 ) “ Building" includes , 
(a ) a house, out-house, stable, latrine , godown, shed , hut, 

wall (other than a boundary wall not exceeding 
eight feet in height) and any other such structure, 
whether of masonry , bricks, wood , mud, metal or 
any other material whatsoever , but does not include 

temporary sheds put up og festive occasions ; 
(b ) a structure on wheels or simply resting on the ground 

without foundations; and 
(c ) a ship , vessel, boat, tent, van and any other such 

structure used for human habitation ; 
( 2) " Canal" includes any river, inland navigation , lake or 
water -way being within or bordering the State, whether it is or 
is not within the ebb and flow of the tide ; 

means any vessel however propelled 
which is used for the conveyance of goods or passengers along a 
canal; 

(4 ) " Cattle ” includes elephants , camels , mules, asses, 
horses, cows, bulls, bullocks, buffaloes, sheep , goats and pigs and 
the young one of these species ;

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(5 ) " Dairy " includes 
(a ) any farm , cattle -shed , milk -store, milk - shop , or other 

place from which milk is sold or supplied for sale, or 
in which milk is kept for sale , or manufactured for 
sale into butter, ghee, cheese , cream , curds , butter 

milk , or dried , sterilized or condensed milk , and 
(b ) in relation to a dairyman who doės not occupy any

(8 ) " Drug" means any substance used as medicine whether 
for internal or external use , or any substance used in the com 
position or preparation of such medicine ; 

( 9 ) " Dwelling House " means a building constructed , used or 
adapted to be used wholly or principally , for human habitation 
or in connection therewith ; 

( 10 ) " Executive Authority means the Commissioner, 
Chairman , President or other functionery of the local authority 
concerned , who is vested with general executive powers under 
the Trivandrum City Municipal Act or the Travancore District 
Municipalities Act, 1116, or the Cochin Municipal Act XVIII of 
1113 or the Travancore -Cochin Panchayats Act , 1950, or the local 
Tahsildar, as the case may be ; 

( 11 ) " Executive Officer " means the paid officer , if any, of 
a local authority who is vested with general executive powers 
in the area for which such authority is constituted under the 
Trivandrum City Municipal Act, or the Travancore District 
Municipalities Act , 1116 or the Cochin Municipal Act, XVIII of 
1113 or the Travancore - Cochin Panchayats Act, 1950, or any 
officer subordinate to the local Tahsildar , as the case may be; 

( 12 ) " Tactory " means any premises including the precincts 
thereof, wherein any industrial, manufacturing or trade process 
is carried on with the aid of steam , water , oil, gas , electrical or 
any other form of power which is mechanically transmitted and 
is not generated by human or animal agency

( 16 ) " House-drain " means any drain actually used or in 
tended to be used , for the drainage of one or more premises ; 

(17) " Hut" means any building which is.constructed prin 
cipally of wood, mud, leaves, grass, thatch or metallic sheets 
and includes any temporary structure of whatever size or any 
small building of whatever material made, which the local 
authority may declare to be a hut for the purposes of this Act ; 

( 18 ) " Infectious discasc" means an infectious disease as 
defined in Section 50 and includes a notified disease as defined in 
Section 60, and leprosy as defined in Section 79 ; 

(19 ) "Latrine" includes privy, water -closet and urinal, 
whether public or private or whether open or flush out ; 

(20 ) " Local area" means the area within the jurisdiction 
of a local authority ; 

(21) " Local authority " means 
( a ) in the City of Trivandrum the Corporation of Trivan 

drum ; 
( b ) in any other municipal area, the municipal council 

concerned ; 
( c ) in any Panchayat area , the panchayat concerned ; 
( d ) in any other area the authority appointed by the 

Government for the purposes of this Act, or, where 
there is no such authority appointed by the Govern 


ment, the local Tahsildar ; 
(22 ) " Lodging house " means a hotel , a boarding house, a 
choultry , a dharmasala or a rest house not maintained by the

(b ) a rent- free occupant ; 
(29) " Offensivematter ” includes 

(a ) filth as defined in clause ( 13 ) ; 
(b ) sewage as defined in clause (35 ) , and 
( c) dirt, house sweepings , spittings including chewed 

betel and tobacco, kitchen or stable refuse , broken 
glass or pottery , debris, ashes , rags and waste 

paper , 
( 30 ) " Offensive trade " means any trade in which the sub 
stances dealt with are or are likely to become, a nuisance ; 

(31) " Owner " includes the person for the timebeing receiv 
ing or entitled to receive whether on his own account or as 
agent, trustee , guardian ,manager or receiver for another person 
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or estate or for any religious or charitable purposes, the rent or 
profits of the property in connection with which the word is 
used ; 

(32 ) “ Prescribed " means prescribed by the Government by 
rules made under this Act ; 

( 33) " Private street" means any street, road , square , court, 
alley , lane, passage or riding-path which is not a " public street" , 
but does not include a pathway made by the owner of premises 
on his own land to secure access to or the convenient use of such 
premises ; 

( 34 ) " Public street” means any street, road , square, court, 
alley , lane, passage of riding-path , whether a thoroughfare or 
not over which the public bave a right of way and includes 

(a ) the roadway over any public bridge or causeway; 
(b ) the footway attached to any such street, public bridge 

or causeway ; and 
( c ) the drains attached to any such street, public bridge 

or causeway and the land whether covered or not by 
any pavement, verandah , or other structure which 
lies on either side of the roadway up to the bounda 
ries of the adjacent property whether that property 
is private property or property belonging to the 

Government ; 
(35) " Sewage" means nightsoil and other contents of 
latrines, cess pools or drains and includes trade effluents and dis 
charges from manufactories of all kinds ; 

(36) . " Street" means a public or a private street ; 

(37) " Urban local area" means the area within the juris 
diction of an urban local authority ; 

(38 ) " Urban local authority " means , 

(a ) the Corporation of Trivandrum , 
( b ) a Municipal Council, and 
(c ) an authority notified by the Government as an Urban 

local authority for the purpose of this Act so long as 

the notification remains in force ; 
(39) " Venereal disease " means syphylis, gonorrhoea , soft 
chancre , venereal granuloma or lympha granuloma ; 

(40) " Water course " includes any river , stream or channel 
whether natural or artificial other than a drain ; 

(41) " Wharf " means a landing place specially set apart for 
purposes of loading and unloading goods or entry and exit of 
passengers ; 

( 42) " Workplace " means any premises including the pre 
cincts thereof (not being a factory or a workshop ), wherein ig 
carried on any industrial, manufacturing or trade process, at 
which not less than five persons are employed for wages or any 
other remuneration 
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( 43 ) " Workshop " means any premises including the pres 
cincts thereof (not being a factory ) , wherein any article or part 
of an article is made, repaired , altered , ornamented , finished or 
otherwise adapted for use on a commercial basis and not less 
than five persons are employed for that purpose for wages or 
any other remuneration . 


CHAPTER II. 
CONTROLLING AUTHORITIES AND THEIR POWERS. 
3. Appointment of Director of Public Health and Health 
Officers. For the purpose of giving effect to the provisions of 
this Act, the Government may from time to time appoint a 
Director of Public Health and subject to the provisions herein 
after contained appoint Health Officers for all or any of the pur 
poses of this Act . 

4. Powers of the Government and of the Director of Public 
Health . ( 1 ) The Government shall have power to inspect, control, 
and superintend the operations of local authorities under this 
Act. 

( 2 ) The Government may , from time to time, define the 
powers to be exercised , and the duties to be performed by the 
Director of Public Health or any member of his staff for the 
purposes of sub - section ( 1 ) . 

( 3 ) Nothing contained in sub-sections ( 1) and ( 2) shall be 
deemed to affect , or derogate from , any powers possessed by the 
Government or the Collectors or the Director of Public Health 
under any other law for the timebeing in force. 

5. Powers of the Director of Public Health to advise local 
authorities. The Director of Public Health may from time to 
time as occasion requires , recommend for adoption , by any local 
authority , such measures asmay be necessary for improving the 
public health administration in the local area , or for safeguard 
ing the public health therein : 

Provided that if on account of financial or other reasons, 
any local authority is unable to carry out such measures or if 
there is any difference of opinion between the local authority 
and the Director, the matter shall be referred to the Government 
whose decision shall be final. 

6. Public health staff in local areas . ( 1) The public health 
establishment of every local authority shall be on such scale as 
the Government may from time to time direct . 

(2 ) The authorities who may make appointments to the 
public health establishment referred to in sub -section ( 1 ) , the 
conditions of service of themembers of such establishments and 
the duties of such members shall, notwithstanding anything con 
tained in the Trivandrum City Municipal Act or the Travancore 
District Municipalities Act, 1116 , or the Travancore -Cochin 
Panchayats Act , 1950 , or the Cochin Municipal Act XVIII of 
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1113 , be governed by regulations not inconsistent with this Act 
made by theGovernment. Such regulations may lay down the 
extent to which the Director of Public Health shall have disci 
plinary control over the members of such public health esta 
blishments . 

7. Appointment of the Health Officer . ( 1) A local authority 
shall, if so required by the Government, include the post of a 
Health Officer in its establishment schedule . 

( 2 ) If à local authority fails to appoint a Health Officer in 
accordance with a direction issued under sub - section ( 1 ) , the 
Governmentshall appoint such officer and may recover from 
such local authority, the whole or such proportion of the salary 
and allowances paid to the Health Officer, and such contribution 
towards his leave allowances, pension and provident fund as the 
Governmentmay , by general or special order determine . 

8. Appointment of temporary Health Officers in emergencies. 
( 1 ) In the event of the prevalence or threatened outbreak of any 
infectious disease in any local area , or of any unusual mortality 
therein , the Governmentmay , by order , appoint temporarily for 
such period as may be specified therein one or more additional 
Health Officers for the treatment of such infectious disease and 
preventing it from sprcading, or for investigating the cause of, 
and preventing such mortality , as the case may be, 

(2 ) For the purpose of sub -section (1), the Government may 
appoint any qualified medicalpractitioner either on an honorary 
basis or on such salary or allowances or both as the Government 
may fix . The salary and allowances shall be payable from the 
funds of the local authority . 

9. Delegation of powers of Health Oficer , The Govern 
ment may, by general or special order authorise any officer of 
the Government or of a local authority to exercise such of the 
powers of a Health Officer under this. Act in such area and 
subject to such restrictions, limitations and conditions and to 
such control and revisions as may be specified in such order. 

10. Appointment of persons to carry out the provisions of 
this Act. ( 1) Notwithstanding anything contained in this Act 
or in any other Act or Acts governing the local authority or 
authorities concerned , the Government may , by general or 
special order , appoint any person or persons to carry out such 
provisions of this Act , in such local areas, as may be specified in 
the order. 

( 2) The expenses incurred by such person or persons in 
doing so shall be met from the funds of the local authority or 
authorities concerned , if any , either wholly or in part, and , 
where more than one local authority is concerned , in such pro 
portions as may be determined by the Government. 
11. 

Powers of Director of Public Health over public health 
staff of local authorities. (1) Subject to such rules as may be 
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prescribed including rules for consultation with the local autho 
rities concerned , the Director of Public Health shall have 
power 

(a ) to transfer any member of the public health estab 

lishment of a local authority to the public health 

establishment of another local authority , and 
(b ) in times of emergency , to assign one or more mem 

bers of the public health establishment of one local 
authority for temporary duty in the area of another 

local authority . 
( 2 ) In the case referred to in clause (b ) of sub- section 
( 1) , the local authority within whose jurisdiction the member 
or members of the public health establishment of another local 
authority are working shall pay for the period of such tempo 
rary duty , the salary and allowances of such member or mem 
bers and such contribution towards the leave allowances, 
pensions and provident fund as the Governmentmay , by general 
or special order , determine. 

12. Health Officer s control over public health staff . (1 ) The 
Health Officer in charge of any local area shall exercise super 
vision and control over all the members of the public health 
establishment in such area . 
(2 ) - ( a ). Save as otherwise provided in this Chapter or in 

any rules or regulations made under it, ali trans 
fers and punishments of the members of the public 
health establishment under the supervision and 
control of the Health Officer shall be made by the 
Health Officer , subject to the approval of the exe 

cutive authority . 
(6 ) If for any reason the executive authority disagrees 

with the orders of the Health Officer under clause 
(a ) , the executive authority shall refer the matter 

to the Government whose decision shall be final. 
13. Local authority to provide adequate facilities to the 
Health Officer . Every local authority shall provide its Health : 
Officer with such clerical assistance , office accommodation , fur 
niture, equipment, stationery and forms as may be necessary for 
the proper conduct of the business of such Health Officer, 

14. Authorisation of Health Officer to perform the functions 
of executive authority in public health matters. Notwithstand 
ing anything contained in the Trivandrum City Municipal Act, 
or the Travancore District Municipalities Act, 1116 or ihe Tra 
vancore-Cochin Panchayats Act 1950, or the Cochin Municipal 
Act, XVIII of 1113 , the Health Officer of a local authority shall

16. Power of Government to direct local authority to 
execute water works. ( 1 ) If in the opinion of the Govern 
ment a local area does not possess a sufficient supply of whole : 
somewater fit for the consumption of its inhabitants, they may 
direct the local authority concerned , either togly or in combina 
tion with the local authority , or authorities having jurisdiction 
over any locāl area or areas in the neighbourhood which are 
similarly situated , to execute , within such time as the Govern 
ment may fix , such works as may be directed by the Govern . 
ment for providing a sufficient supply of wholesome water fit 
for human consumption .

( b ) purchase or take on lease any water work or any 

water , or any right to store or to take or convey 
water, either within , or without the limits of its

( c) contract with any local authority or other person or 

egency for the supply of water. 
( 3 ) A local authority mav, with the previous sanction of 
the Government, by public notice , declare any lake, stream , 
spring , well , tank , reservoir pond or other source of water 
supply , whether within or without tre limits of its area ( cther 
than a source under the control of the Government) frum 
which water is or may be made avail..ble for the use of the 
pul lic in the lucal area for domesti: purpuses , to be a source 
of public water supply for such purposes and every such source 
shall thereafter be under the control of the local authority, 
only to the extent necessary for such purposes . 
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17. Power of Government to divert water from watermalm 
belonging to local authority . The Government shall have power

19. Power of Director of Public Health to direct localautho 
rity to improve water supply . ( 1) If the Di ector of Public 
Health is satisfied upon investigation that any source of publi: 
water supply in a local area is contaminated or is subject to 
imminent risk of contamination by reason of unsatisfactory 
location ; protection, construcion , operation or maintenance, and 
speedy rerredy or inmediate " pri vention is, in his opinion 
desirable , he may, by order, direct the local authority to take 
such measures as may be specified therein and the local autho 
rity shall take action accordingly . 

( 2 ) Il the local au hority fails or makes defaul: in taking 
the measures speciied in the order issiled under sub-section (1 ) 
within the time specified therein , the Director of Pul lic Healih 
shall repgit the matter to the Government. Thereupon the 
Government may authori e su h oficer a they deem fil to taka 
such vieasures and for that purpose to exerzise any speci.id 
powers of the local authority ; and the expenses in urred Ly 
such officer shall be met from the funds of the local autho: ity , 

20. Railway adininistration to submit samples of drinking 
water for analysis. In the case of any Railway in the State , the 
Government may , by general or special ord . I , require the autho 
rity administering the Railway tu supant of analysis, to such 
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person or institution in such manner, and at such intervals as 
may be prescribed , samples of drinking water supplied by such 
authority at any station or stations on such railway. For such 
analysis, the authority aforesaid shall pay to the Government 
such fee as may be prescribed by them . 

21, Rules for the protection and periodical examination of 
water supply : The Government shall have power to make rules 
providing for the protection and periodical examination of 
sources of water supply in the State . 

22. Health Oficer s powers in regard to insanitary sources, 
( 1) The Health Officer may at any time by notice require that 
the owner of, or any person having control over, any lake, 
sirean , spring , well, tank , reservoir, pond or other source of 
water supply which is used for drinking , bathing or washing 
clothes shals, whether the sameis private property or not, within 
a reasonable time to be specified in the notice , or in any case 
falling under clause ( d within such time as may be specified in 
the notice not being less than three days from the receipt 
thereof 
(a ) keep and maintain any such source of supply in such 

manner as the Health Officer may direct ; or 
(b ) cleanse any such source of water supply from silt, 

refuse and vegetation ; or . 
(c ) protect any such source of water supply from pollum 

tion by surface drainage in such manner as the 

Health Officer may direct ; or 
(d ) fill in , repair , protect or enclose in such manner as 

the Health Officer may direct any such source of 
water supply if for want of sufficient repair , protec 
tion or enclosure , such source ofwater supply is , in 
his opinion , dangerous to the health or safety of the 
public or ofany persons having occassion to use or 

to pass or approach the same ; or 
(e ) desist from using and from permitting others to use 

Jor drinking purposes any such source of water 
supply it, in the opinion of the Health Officer , the 

water is unfit for diinking ; or 
(1) close any such source of water supply either tempo . 

rarily or permanently , or fill up , enclose or fence 
the same in such manner as the Health Officer con 
siders sufficient to prevent the use thereof for 
drinking purposes , if in his opinion the water is 

unfit for drinking ; or .. 
( g ) drain off or otherwise remove from any such source 

of water supply , or from any land or premises or 
receptacle or reservoir attached or adjacent thereto 
any stagnant water which the Health Officer conste 
ders to be either injurious to health ox offensive to 
the neighbourhood : 
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Provided that the provisions of clauses (a ) and (d ) shall not 
apply to a stream : 

Provided further that notice shall not be issued under clause 
( f) unless a notice has first been issued under clause ( e) and the 
source ol water supply in question continues to be used for 
drinking purposes notwithstanding the issue of such notice , and 
the Health Officer considers that such use cannot be prevented 
otherwise than by the issue of a notice under clause ). 

(2 ) If the owner or person having control as aforesaid fails 
or neglects to comply with any notice issued under sub-section 
( 1 ) within the time specified therein , the Health Officer may, if 
immediate action is necessary to protect the health or safety of 
any person or persons, at once proceed to execute the work 
specified in such noti e ; and all the expenses incurred in respect 
thereof by the Health Officer shall be paid by the owner of, or 
person having control over , such source of water supply , and 
shall be recoverable as if it were a tax due to the local authority 
concerned : 

Provided that in the case of any private source the water of 
which is used by the public or by any section of the public as of 
right, the expenses which have been incurred by the Health 
Officer or which , in the opinion of the local authority , have been 
necessarily incurred by the owner of, or person having control 
over, 

the source of water supply shall be paid from the funds of 
the local authority . 

23. Levy of water -tax and ear -marking the proceeds for 
wa er works. ( 1) Any local authority may , with the previous 
sanction of the Government and shall, if so directed by them , 
levy within its area or any part thereof any lax which may be 
necessary for providing water supply in such area or part. 

(2 ) Any tax levied under sub -section ( 1) may be a new lax 
levied on such basis , assessed and realised in such manner as 
may be sanctioned or directed by the Governaient or may be a 
tax or additional tax levied under any head of taxation specified 
in any law for the time being in force governing the local autho 
rity concerned in which case all the provisions of such law 
relating to the incidence, assessment or realisation of a tax under 
such head or in any manner connected there with shall be appli 
cable to the tax , or additional tax , with such modifications and 
restrictions, if any, as may be prescribed , 
(3 ) (a ) The rate at which any tax may be levied under this 

section shall be delermined by the local authority 
with the previous sanction of the Government in 
case the tax is levied by the local authority of its 
own motiun and by the Government in case the tas 

is levied at their direction . 
(6 ) The local authority may , with the previous sanction 

of the Government and shall, if so directed by them , 
alter the rates at which any such tax is to be levied , 


(4 ) (a ) Every local authority levying a tax under this see 

lion shall earmark the net revenue therefrom for 
expenditure on 

the execution , maintenance and 
improvement of works of water supply , in the local 

area or part thereof within which it is levied . 
(6 ) Such revenue shall be expended in accordance 

with such orders as may be issued by the Govern 

ment in this behalf , 
(5 ) Nothing contained in this section shall be deemed to 
affect the power of the Corporation of Trivandrum to levy a 
water and drainage tax under Section 95 of the Trivandrum 
City Municipal Act, or of any municipality governed by the 
Travancore District Municipalities Act, 1116 , to levy a water 
and drainage tax under Section 80 of that Act, or of any 
municipality governed by the Cochin Municipal Act, XVIII 
of 1113 to levy a water and drainage tax under Section 74 of 
that Act : 

24. New house not to be occupied without adequate water 
supply . No owner of any dwelling house which may be cons 
tructed or reconstructed after the commencement of this Act in 
any urban local area shall occupy it or cause or permit it to be 
occupied unt:) he has obtained a certificate from an officer of the 
Publi : Health Department of the local authority concerned, not 
below the rank of Health or Sanitary Inspector, that there is 
within the house or within a reasonable distance therefrom , a 
supoly of wholesomewater sufficient for the domestic purposes .

Provided however that if an application has been made for a 
certificate and that no such certificate has been granted or 
refused within a period of ten days, ihe owner may occupy the 
building or cause or per.nit it to be occupied . 


CHAPTER IV . 


DRAINAGE . 
25. Local authority to maintain public drains. (1) Every 
urban local authority shall , so far as the funds at its disposal 
may permit, provide and maintain a sufficient and satisfactory 
syste.n of public drains for the effectual draining of its local 
area . 

( 2 ) If, in the opinion of the Government, any local area or 
part thereof should , for any special reason , be provided with a 
system of public drains, or with any other means of drainage , 
they may direct ihe local au h xity to provide or execute, within 
such time as may be fixed by them in this behalf, such works as 
may be considered necessary by them . 

(3 ) The local authority shall at all times keep in good repair 
all drains, cesspools and the like yested in or belonging to it, 
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26. Power of Health Officer to require drains to be construc 
ted : ( 1) If any premises are , in the opinion of the Health Oilicer , 
without sufficient means of effectual drainage , hemay , by notice , 
direct the owner of such premises to construct a drain leading 
therefrom to the nearest public drain or other place set apart by 
the local authority for the discharge of sewage : 
Provide that 
(1 ) he cost of constructing that portion of the drain 

which is situated more than ten fert from the said 
premises shall be paid from out of the funds of the 

local authority concerned , and 
(b ) If, in the opinion of the Health Officer, there is no 

public drain or other place set apart for the dis 
charge of sewage within a reascnable distance of 
such premises, hemay , by notice , require the cwner 
of the premises to construct 
(i) a clo.ed ce -spool, tank , filter or other work of 

such material, size and description , as he may 

direct , and 
(1 ) a house drain communicating with such closed 

cesspool, tank , filter or other work . 
( 2 ) Where , by reason of a local authority charging its 
system of drainage or undertaking a new system of drainage , it 
becomes necessary for the owner of any preinises to reconstruct 
or alter any drain , the cost of the reconstruction or alteration of 
of such drain shall be borne wholly by the local authority , or 
wholly by the owner , or partly by the local authority , and partly 
by the owner in accordance with such rules as may be pres 
cribed. 

27. Drains in private streets. Where a house drain belong 
ing to one or more premises has been laid in any private street 
which is common to more than one premises and the Health 
O.ccer considers it desirable that any other pre isrs should be 
drained into such drai:, hemay, by n tice , reg ire the owner of 
such premises to connect his house-dei.in with such firstwen . 
tioned drain and the owner or owners of such first - ruentioned 
diain shall thereupon be bound to permit such connection to be 
made : 

Provided that no such connection shall be made 
( a ) except upon such terms as may be inutually agreed 

upon between or among the owners concerned, " I 
(6 ) in default of such agreement, except upon such terms 

as may be laid down by the local authority and in 
particular , until any payment wiihmay be direc 
ted by the local authority to be made ti the owner 

or owners concerned , hos been duly made. 
28. Dralñage for luts. ( 1) Drains for the drainage of huts 
shall be of such size and description , and be constructed of such 
materials as may be considered by the Health Officer to be 
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practicable having regard to the circumstances of the locality 
and the position of the nearest public drain or other place sa 
apart by the local authority for the discharge of sewage. 

(2 ) If the Health Officer considers that a new drain should 
be constructed for the benefit of the occupants of any hut, he 
may , by notice, require the uwner of the land on which such 
hut stands to construct such drain and such owner shall con 
struct such drain , and cause it to be cleansed and repaired to 
the satisfaction of the Health Officer .. 

29. Drainage of court, yard , alley , passage , etc. For the 
purpose of efficiently draining any land or building , the Health 
Officer may, by notice require the owner of any court, yard, 
alley , lane, passage or open space 
(a) to pave the same with such material and in such man 

ner as may be approved by the Health Officer and 

to keep such paving in proper repair, or 
(b ) to raise the level of such court; yard , alley , lane, pass 

age or open space. 
Explanation :-It shall be open to the Health Officer to 
require that in any case both the measures specified la clauses 
( @ ) and ( b ) of this section shall be taken : 

30. Construction and closure of cėsspool. (1) . No person 
shall construct a cesspool - 
( a ) beneath any part of any building or within fifty feet 

of any tank , reservoir , water - course or well or with . 
in such other distance therefrom as the Health 
Officer may consider to be practicable having 

regard to the circumstances of the locality ; or 
(6 ) within any local area , or outside such area but within 

three hundred feet of any reservoir used for the 
storage of filtered water to be supplied to such 
area except upon a site and in a position which have 

been approved in writing by the Health Officer 
( 2 ) The Health Officer may , at any time by notice , require 
any person within whose premises any cesspool is constructed in 
contravention of sub - seciion ( 1 ) to remove such cesspool or to 
fill it up with such material as may be approved by him . 

31 . Prohibition of occupation of new building, without 
drains. No owrier of any building constructed or re -constructed 
after the commencement of this Act in any urban local area 
shall occupy or cause or permit it to be occupied , until he has : 
obtained a certificate from the Health Officer that the building 
has been provided with sufficient means of drainage : 

Provided however that if an application has been made for a 
certifica e and that no such certificate has been granted or 
refused within a period of ten days, the owner may occupy the 
building or cause or permit it to be occupiede 
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32. Sullage or sewage not to be let out into atreets. No per 
son having control over any building or land shall cause of 
allow 

(a ) the water of any sink , sewer , latrine or sanitary 
convenience or any other liquid or other matter which is or 
is likely to become offensive , to run or drain into or to be 
thrown or put upon any street ur open space or to soak through 
any external wall, or 

(b ) any offensive matter from any sewer, latrine or 
sanitary convenience, to run , drain or be thrown into a surface 
drain in any street . 

33. Injurious refuse not to be discharged into public 
drain . No person shall, save as may be generally or specially 
prescribed, throw , empty or turn , or suffer or permit to be 
thrown , emptied or turned , or to pass , into any public drain, or 
into any drain communicating with a public drain- 

(a ) any matter likely to injure the drain or to interfere 
with the free flow of its contents , or to affect prejudicially the 
treatment and disposal of such contents ; or 

( b ) any liquid being refuse or steam or other liquid which 
is , either alone or in combination with the contents of the drain , 
dangerous, or the case of a nuisance, or prejudicial to health ; or 

( c) any explosive or inflammable substance . 
34 .. Pollution ofwater- courses prohibited . No person shall , 
save as may be generally or specially prescribed 

( 1) put or cause to be put, or cause to fall or flow or 
be carried or knowingly permit to be put or to fall or flow or be 
carried , into any water course 

( a ) any solid or liquid sewage matter, or 
(b ) any poisonous, noxious or polluting liquid proceeding 

from any manufactory or manufacturing process, or 


(2 ) put or cause to be put, or cause to fall or be carried 
or knowingly permit to be put or to fall or be carried , into any 
water course so as , either singly or in combination with other 
similar acts of the same or any other person , to interfere with 
the due flow of such water course, or to pollute the water 
therein , the solid refuse of any matıufactory , manufacturin 
process or quarry or any rubbish or cinders or any other waste 
or putrid solid matter , or 

( 3) commit nuisance in or in the neighbourhood of any 
water course.

SANITARY CONVENIENCES . 
35. Obligation of local authority to provide public sanitary 
conveniences. Every local authority shall provide and maintain 
in proper and convenient places a sufficient number of sanitary 
conveniences for the use of the public and cause all such places 
to be kept in proper order so as not to be a nuisance or injurious 
to health , 
: 36 New houses to be provided with sanitary convenie 
nces . If in any local area any building intended for human 
habitation is constructed or is reconstructed after being pulled 
down to or below the ground floor , the owner thereof shall 
provide such sanitary conveniences and in such positions as the 
Health Officer may, by notice , require . 

37. Add tional sanitary conveniences. ( 1) If any building 
intended for human habitation is without any sanitary convenie 
nce or if, in the opinion of the Health Officer, the sanitary con 
venience or coriveniences provided therein are insufficient, 
having regard to the number of persons occupying the building 
or are inefficient, or are objectionable on sanitary grounds be 
may , by notice, require the owner of such building 
( a ) to provide such sanitary conveniences or such addi 

tional sanitary conveniences and in such positions 

as may be specified in the notice ; or 
(6 ) to make such structural or other alterations as may 

be specified in the notice. 
(2 ) Every owner of the ground on which a group of six 
or more huts stands shall provide such latrine accommodation , 
in such positions, and within such time as the Health Officer 
may by notice require , for the use of the inhabitants of such 
group of huts, " 

38. Mode of construction of platrines . ( 1 ) All latrines 
shall 
(a ) be so constructed as to screen persons using the same 

and the filth from the view of persons passing by 

or residing in the neighbourhood ; and 
(b ) be maintained , repaired , altered and used in accord 

ance with the rules and bye- laws made under this 

Act. 
(2 ) If any latrine opening on any street , whether such 
latrine be erected before or after the commencement of this 
Act, is so placed or constructed as to be a nuisance or offensive 
to public decency , the Health Officer may by notice , require the 
owner to remove it or to carry out such improvements therein 
and within such time as may be specified in the notice . 

(3 ) When any latrine is used in common by the occupiers of: 
two are more premises Or by the members of two or more 
families , no person shall injure or improperly foul any such 
latrine or anything used in connection therewith 


CHAPTER VI. 


ABATEMENT OF NUISANCAS , 
39. Certain things to be nuisances. Without prejudice to 
the generality of the definition of the expression " nuisance" 
contained in clause (27 ) of section 2 , the following shall be deem 
ed specially to be nuisances for the purposes of this Chapter : 

(1 ) any premises in such a state as to be prejudicial to 
health or a nuisance ; 

(2 ) any pond , pool, ditch , gutter, water- course, water 
-trough , latrine, cesspool, drain or ash - pit , which is so foul or in 
such a state as to be prejudicial to health or a nuisance ; 

( 3) any animal kept in such a place or manner as to be 
prejudicial to health or a nuisance ; 

( 4 ) any accumulation or deposit of refuse or other matter 
which is prejudical to health or a nuisance ; 

(5 ) any factory (not being a factory governed by the provi 
sions of the Factories Act, 1948 ) workshop or workplace which 
is not provided with sufficient means of ventilation , or in which 
sufficient ventilation is not maintained , or which is not kept 
clean or not kept free from noxious effuvia or which is so over 
crowded while work is carried on as to be prejudicial to the 
health of those employed therein ; 

(6 ) any fireplace or furnace which does not, as far as 
practicable consume the smoke arising from the combustible 
used therein , and which is used for working engines by steam , 
or in any mill , factory , dye -house, brewery , bakehouse or gas 
work or in any manufacturing or trade process whatsoever ; 

(7 ) any chimney sending forth smoke in such quantities as 
to be a nuisance ; and 

(8 ) any noise , vibration , dust, cinders , irritating smell of 
offensive odour produced by a factory, workshop or workplace 
which is a nuisance to the neighbourhood . 

40. Detection of nuisance. Every urban local authority 
shall 

( a ) cause its local area to be inspected from time to time 
with a view to ascertain what nuisances exist therein calling for 
abatement under the powers conferred on such authority by 
this Act ; and 

(b ) enforce the provisions of this Act in order to abate 
such nuisances . 


41. Information regarding nuisance. Any person aggrieved 
by.a nuisance in any local area may give information of the same 
to the Health Officer or any other officer of the public health 
establishment of the local authority . 


42. Power of Health Officer to abate nuisance. If the 
Health Officer is satisfied , whether upon information given 
under Section 41 or otherwise of the existence of a nuisance, he 
may , by notice , require the person by whose act, default or 
sufference the nuisance arises or continues or if that person 
cannot be found . the owner or occupier of the premises on which 
the nuisance arises or continues , to abate the nuisance and to 
execute such works and take such steps. as may be necessary 
for that purpose : 
Provided that 
(a ) where the nuisance arises from any defect of a struc 

tural character, the notice shall be served on the 

owner of the premises ; and 
(b ) where the person causing the nuisance cannot be 

found and it is clear that the nuisance does not 
arise or continue by the act , default or sufferance 
of the owner or the occupier of the premises , the 
Health Officer may himself forthwith do. what he 
considers necessary to abate the nuisance and to 

prevent a recurrence thereof. 
43 Power of local authority to abate nuisance . If the person 
on whom a notice to abate a nuisance has been served under 
Section 42 makes default in complying with any of its require 
ments within the time specified therein , or if the nuisance 
although abated within such time is in the opinion of the local 
authority likely to recur on the same premises , the local authority 
may arrange for the execution of any works necessary to abate 
the nuisance or to prevent its recurrence , as the case may be, 
and may recover the cost from such person as if it were a tax due 
to the local authority . 

44. Provision regarding house rendered unfit for occupation 
by reason of nuisance. Where a house or other building is , in 
the opinion of the Health Officer , unfit for human habitation by 
reason of a nuisance existing therein , he may apply to a Magis . 
trate (not being a Magistrate of the third class ) to prohibit the 
use of such house or building for human habitation until it is 
rendered fit therefor . 

45. Disposal of articles removed while abating nuisance. (1) 
A local authority may sell any materials which have been re- 
moved by it from any premises (including any street) , when 
executing works under this Chapter or otherwise carrying into 
effect the provisions thereof, if such materials are not claimed 
and taken away by the owner before the expiration of seven days 
from the date on which they were removed by local authority . 

(2 ) A local authority selling any materials under sub 
section (1) shall pay the sale proceeds to the person to whom 
the materials belonged after deducting therefrom the amount of 
any expenses recoverable from him by such authority . 
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(3 ) The provisions of this section shall not apply to any 
offensive matter removed by a local authority under the Act 
governing such authority . 

46. Powers of entry and inspection . The executive authority 
or any officer of the Public Health Department of the Govern 
ment or of the local authority , not below the rank of a Health of 
Sanitary Inspector, may enter and inspect any premises for the 
purpose of enforcing any of the provisions contained in this 
Chapter : 

Provided that 

( a ) no such entry shall be made between sunset and sun 
rise except when a puisance is caused by anything done or 
omitted to be done in the premises between sunset and sunrise ; 

(b ) no dwelling house shall be so entered without the 
consent of the occupier thereof, unless he has received at least 
twenty -four hours previous notice of the intention to make such 
entry ; 

( c ) sufficient notice shall in every case be given to enable 
the inmates of any apartment appropriated to women to with 
draw to some part of the premises where their privacy may be 
preserved ; and 

(d ) due regard shall be paid , so far as may be compatible 
with the exigencies of the purpose of the entry , to the social and 
religious usages of the persons residing in the premises , 

47. Power of Government in case of default by local 
authority. If the local authority or its Health Officer makes 
default in doing its or his duty under this Act in regard to the 
abatement or prevention of nuisances , the Government may 
authorise any of their officers to perform such duty and for that 
purpose to exercise any specified powers of the local authority 
or of its Health Officer or of both in the local area concerned 
and the expenses incurred by such officers shall be met from the 
funds of the local authority . 

48. Nuisance caused by act or omission outside local area . 
If a nuisance under this Act within or affecting any part of a 
local area appears to be wholly or partly caused by some act or 
default committed or taking place outside such local area, the 
local authority may after consulting the Director of Public 
Health , take or cause to be taken against any person in respect of 
such act or default any proceedings in relation to nuisance 
authorised by this Act in the like cases and with the like inci 
dents and consequences as if the act or default were committed 
or took place wholly within such local area . 

49. Prohibition of the deposit of rubbish etc. in street etc. 
( 1 ) No person shall deposit or cause or suffer any member of his 
family or house-hold to deposit any carcases of animals, any 
dust, dirt, dung , ashes or refuse or filth of any kind, any 

other 
animal matter , any broken glass, earthenware 


or 
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rubbish , or any other thing which is or may be a nuisance , in 
any street or in any drain beside a street or on any open space 
(not being private property ) or on any quay, jetty, or landing 
place , wharf or on any part of the seashore , or on the bank of 
Any watercourse, except in such receptacles as may be provided 
or at such place, in such manner and at such hours , as may be 
fixed by the Health Oficer. 

( 2 ) No person shall ease himself, or cause , permit or suffer 
any member of his family or house -hold to ease himself in any 
such street, drain , open space , quay , jetty , landing place, wharf, 
seashore or bank aforesaid . 

( 3) Any person easing himself in any private open space 
shall immediately cover up the excreta with earth .

51. Appointment of additional health staff . ( 1 ) In the event 
of the prevalence or threatened out- break of any infectious 
disease in any local area , or of any unusual mortality therein , 
the local authority concerned shall provide such additional staff, 
medicines, appliances, equipment and other things as may, in the 
opinion of the Health Officer, be necessary for the treatment of 
such infectious disease and preventing it from spreading, or for 
investigating the cause of such mortality , and preventing it, as 
the case may be: 


Provided that , if the local authority does not agree with the 
opinion of the Health Officer, the matter shall be referred to the 
Director of Public Health , whose decision shall be final. 

(2 ) In the event aforesaid , if the Health Officer considers 
that immediate action is necessary in the interests of public 
health ,he may , notwithstanding anything contained in sub -sec 
tion (1 ), appoint such additional staff and obtain such medicines , 
appliances, equipment and other things asmay be necessary , and 
the expenses incurred in respect thereof shall be met from the 
funds of the local authority ; 

(3 ) Every appointmentmade under sub-section ( 2) shall be 
reported forthwith to the executive authority and by such 
authority to the local authority concerned at its next 
meeting. 

52. Provision and maintenance of isolation hospitals and 
wards. ( 1 ) (a ) The local authority may , and if so required by 
the Government shall provide , or cause to be provided ,hospitals, 
wards or other places for the reception and treatment of persons 
suffering from infectious diseases, 

(b ) For the purpose of the reception and treatment of 

such persons, a local authority may 
(i) itself build such hospitals, wards or place of recep 

tion , or 
(ii) contract for the use of any such hospital or part 

of a hospital or place of reception , or 
(iii ) enter into an agreement with any person having 

the management of any such hospital for the 
reception and treatment therein of persons 

suffering from infectious diseases. 
( c ) For the purpose aforesaid , two or more local authori 

ties may in combination provide a common hospital 

or place of ceception . 
( 2 ) A local authority shall not be deemed to have dischar . 
ged its obligation under sub -section ( 1) unless the hospitals, 
wards or places of reception in question are maintained in accor 
dance with such general or special orders as may from time to 
time be issued by the Director of Public Health . 

53. Provision of ambulance, etc. A local authority may , 
and if so required by the Director of Public Health shall 

(a ) provide and maintain suitable conveyances, with 

sufficient attendants and other requisites, for the 
free carriage of persons suffering from any infec 

tious disease ; and 
(b ) provide proper places and apparatus and establish 

ment, for the disinfection of conveyances, clothing , 
bedding or other articles which have been exposed 
to infection ; 
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be disinfected , 


and when any conveyances, clothing ,bedding or articles 

are brought to any such place for disinfection , may 
cause them , at its discretion , to 
either free of charge , or on payment of such fee as 

it may fix . 
: 54 , Medical practitioner to give information of certain 
infectious diseases, Every medical practitioner who in the 
course of his practice become cognizant of the existence of any 
case of any infectious disease referred to in Section 50 in any 
private or public dwelling other than a public hospital shall, i 
the case has not been already reported , give information in 
writing of the same with the least practicable delay 

(a ) in urban local areas to the executive authority , the 

Health Officer, or a Sanitary Inspector ; and 
(b ) in other areas to the Health Officer or a Health or 

Sanitary Inspector, 
55. Prohibition of the use of water from suspected source, 
( 1) If it appears to the Health Officer that the water in any tank , 
well or other place, if used for drinking or any other domestic 
purpose , is likely to engender or cause the spread of any infec 
tious disease, he may by public notice prohibit the removal or 
use of the said water , generally or for any specified domestic 
purpose . 

(2 ) No person shall remove or use any water in respect 
of which any such notice has been issued., in contravention of 
the terms thereof. 

56. Removal of infected person to hospital. ( 1 ) If the 
Health Officer is satisfied that any person is suffering from an 
infectious disease , and that such person 

(a ) (i) is without proper lodging or accommodation , 


or 


(ii) is lodged in a place occupied by more than one 

family , or 
(iii) is without medicalsupervision directed to the 

prevention of the spread of the disease , or 
( iv ) is in a place where his presence is a danger to 

the people in the neighbourhood ; and 
(0 ) should be removed to a hospital or other place at 

which patients suffering from such disease are re 
ceived for treatment after taking all reasonable 

precautions to ensure the safety of the patient in 

+-transit , 
the Health Officermay remove such person or cause him to 
be removed to such hospital or place . 

(2 ) If any woman who, according to custom , does not 
appear in public , is removed to any such hospital or place 
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(i) the removal shall be effected in such a way as to 

preserve her privacy ; and 
( ii ) special accommodation in accordance with the 

custom aforesaid shall be provided for her in such 
hospital or place at the expense of the local 

authority . 

(3 ) No person shall leave , or be taken away from any 
hospital or other place referred to in sub - section ( 1) without the 
permission of the Medical Officer in Charge or of the Health 
Officer. 

(4 ) whoever 
(a ) obstructs the removal of any person to any hospital 

or other place under sub -section (1 ) , or 
(b ) leaves or takes away any person from any such 

hospital or place in contravention of sub -section ( 3 ), 
shall be punished with imprisonment which may extend to 
three months, or with fine,not exceeding one hundred rupees 
or with both . 

57 , Prohibition of the exposure of other persons to infec 
tion.- ( 1 )No person who knows that he is suffering from an 
infectious disease not specified in Part II of this Chapter shali 
expose other persons to the risk of infection by his presence or 
conduct in- 
(a ) any market, theatre or other place of entertainment or 

assembly , or 
( b ) any school, college, playground or such other place, or 
hy hostel, hotel, boarding house, choultry , iesthouse 

or club , or 
( d ) any factory or shop , or 
(e ) any public conveyance , or 
(1) any public bathing place , or 

(g ) any other place of public resort. 

Explanation : -A person shall be deemed to know that he is 
suffering from an infectious disease within the meaning of this 
sub - section if he has been informed by the Health Oliicer or any 
other officer of the Public Health Department of the Government 
or of a local authority , not below the rank of a Health or Sani 
tary Inspector or a medical practitioner , that he is so suffering . 

(2 ) No person who has the care of a person whom he knows 
to be suffering from an infectious disease not specified in Part II 
of this Chapter shall cause or permit that person to expose others 
to the risk of infection by his presence or conduct in any place 
referred to in sub -section ( 1 ). 

58. (Infected persons not to engage in certain trades and occu 
pations.- No person shall , while suffering froin , or in circum 
stances in which he is likely to spread, any infectious disease

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(a ) make, carry or offer for sale, or take any part in the 

business ofmaking, carrying or offering for sale , any 

article of food for human consumption ; or 
(6 ) engage in any other occupation in a manner likely to 

carry infection to others without a special permit 
from the Health Officer of the local authority con 
cerned or otherwise than in accordance with the 

conditions specified therein . 
59. Prevention of infectious disease transmissible from 
animals. If in any local area , any infectious disease transmis 
sible to man breaks out or is in the opinion of the Health Officer 
likely to break out, amongst cattle , or other animals, it shall be 
the duty of the Health Officer to recommend to the local autho 
rity the adoption of such measures as hemay deem necessary for 
suppressing or mitigating the disease or for preventing the out 
break or threatened outbreak thereof ; and the local authority 
shall consider such recommendations and take such action there.

time to time by notification declare to be a notified 
disease for the purpose of this part either generally 
throughout the State or in such part or parts thereof 

as may be specified in the notification . 
61. Occupation of houses to prevent the spread of infection . 
( 1) The Health Officer may , in case of emergency with the sanc 
tion of the Collector, enter upon , occupy and use , or depute any 
person to enter upon , occupy and use , without having recourse 
to the provisions of the Land Acquisition Act for the time being 
in force , any building or place which , in the opinion of the Health 
Officer is required, and is suitable for any purposes connected 
with the prevention or control of infection from a notified 
disease ; 
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Provided that, if the building or place is occupied notice 
shall be given in writing to the occupant or be conspicuously 
affixed on such building or place , not less than forty- eight hour s 
before it is entered upon . 

( 2 ) The owner or lessee of such building or place shall be 
entitled to compensation for any damage or expenses incurred 
and to a reasonable rent for the period during which it had been 
occupied or used for any of the purposes referred to in sub 
section ( 1) . Such compensation and rent shall be fixed by the 
Collector . 

( 3) The compensation fixed under sub -section (2 ) shall be 
paid by the local authority concerned. 

(4 ) The Health Officer shall, when any such building or 
place ceases to be occupied or used for any of the purposes 
aforesaid , cause it to be thoroughly disinfected and cleansed . 

62. Information regarding notified diseases. Every medical 
practitioner who, in the course of his practice , becomes cognizant 
of the existence of any notified disease in any private or public 
dwelling other than a public hospital, and every manager of any 
factory or public building, every keeper of a lodging house , every 
head of a family and every owner or occupier of a house , who 
knowsor has leason to believe that any person in any premises 
under his management, control or occupation is suffering from , 
or has died of, a notified disease , 

shall, if the case has not been already reported , give infor 
mation of the samewith the least practicable delay . 

(a ) in urban local areas, to the executive authority , the 

Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector, and 
( b ) in other areas , to the Health Officer, a Health or 

Sanitary Inspector, Sanitary Assistant or Conser 


Vancy Overseer. 
63. Power of entry of local officers to take preventive 
measures . ( 1) The Health Officer or an officer not below the 
rank of a Sanitary Inspector authorised by thim in this behalf 
may 

(a ) at all reasonable hours, inspect with or without 

assistance any place in which any notified disease is 
repórted or suspected to exist , without notice in the 
case of factories, workshops, workplaces, Ollices , 
business places and the like and after giving such 
notice as may appear to him reasonable in other 

cases including dwelling houses, and 
( b ) take such measures as he may consider necessary to 

prevent the spread ofsuch disease beyond such place . 

(2 ) The powers conferred by sub -section ( 1) on the 
Health Officer may in any local area be exercised also by the 
executive authority or an officer not below the rank of a Sanitary 
Inspector authorised by such authority . 
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64. Destruction ofhut or shed to prevent spread of infection . 
( 1) If it appears to the Health Officer that the destruction of 
any hut or shed is necessary to preventthe spread of any notified 
disease , he may , after giving to the owner and the occupier of 
such hut or shed such previous notice ofhis intention as may in 
the circumstances of the case appear to him reasonable , take 
measures for having such hut or shed and all the materials there 
of destroyed . 

(2 ) Such compensation as the local authority may consider 
reasonable shall be paid within thirty days to any person who 
sustains loss by the destruction of any hut or shed under the 
powers conferred by sub - section ( 1) but, save as provided in this 
sub -section , no claim for compensation shall lie for any loss or 
damage caused by any exercise of the powers aforesaid .

Closure of lodging houses. If, on the application of the 
Health Officer , a Magistrate (not being a Magistrate of the 
third class ) is satisfied that it is necessary in the interests of

( 1 ) send or take to any laundry or public wash house or 
any public water course , tank or well, for the purpose of being 
washed , or to any place for the purpose of being cleansed , any 
clothing,bedding or other article which he knows to have been 
exposed to infection from any notified disease , unless such article 
has been disinfected by or to the satisfaction of the Health 
Officer , or a medical toner , unless under instructions 
from such a person it is sent with proper precautions to a laundry 
for the purpose of disinfection with notice that it has been 
exposed to infection ; or 

(2 ) place or cause or permit to be placed in any dustbin 
or other receptacle for the deposit of refuse any matter which he 
knows to have been exposed to infection from a notified disease 
and which has notbeen disinfected . 
67. Infected persons not to use public conveyance . 

( 1 ) No 
person who knows that he is suffering from a notified disease 
shall 
( a ) enter any 

public conveyance used for the con 
veyance of passengers at separate fares , or 
( b ) enter any other public conveyance, without pre 

viously notifying the owner, driver or conductor 
thereof that he is so suffering . . 


(2 ) No person having the care of a person whom he knows 
to be suffering from a notified disease shall permit that person to 
be carried 

( a ) in any public conveyance used for the conveyance 

of passengers at separate fares, or 
(b ) in any other public conveyance , without previously 
.. notifying the owner, driver or conductor thereaf 

that the person is so suffering. 
( 3 ) The owner , driver or conductor of a public conveyance 
used for the conveyance of passengers at separate fares shall not 
convey therein a person whom he knows to be suffering from a 
notified disease , at any time when a passenger not suffering from 
such disease is being conveyed therein : 

Provided that a person suffering from a notified disease may 
be conveyed in the public conveyance aforesaid , in such case of 
emergency and subject to such restrictions and safeguards as 
may be notified by the Government. 

(4 ) The owner or driver of any other public conveyance 
may refuse to convey therein any person suffering from a noti 
" fied disease until he has been paid a sum sufficient to cover any 

loss and expense which will be incurred by reason of the provi 
signs of the next succeeding sub -section . 

(5 ) If a person suffering from a notified disease is conveyed 
in a public conveyance , the person in charge thereof shall, as 
soon as practicable , give notice to the Health Officer or other 
notified officer of the area in which the conveyance is usually 
kept and before permitting any other person to enter the con 
veyance shall cause it to be disinfected . 

(6 ) The local authority , when so requested by the person

69. Prohibition of the exposure of other personsto infection . 
( 1) No person who knows that he is suffering from a notified 
disease shall expose other persons to the risk of infection by his

( a ) any street or public place, or

ment or assembly , or 
(c ) any school, college, playground or such other place, 


or 
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(d ) any hotel,hostel, boarding house, choultry , rest. 

house or club, or 
( e) any factory or shop , or 
(1) any public bathing place , or 

(9 ) any other place of public resort 
Explanation : --A person shall be deemed to know that he is 
suffering from a notified disease within the meaning of this sub 
section if he has been informed by the Health Oſlicer or any 
other officer of the Public Health Department of the Government 
or of a local authority, not below the rank of a Health or 
Sanitary Inspector, or a medical practitioner , that he is so 
suffering. 

(2 ) No person who has the care of a person whom he knows 
to be suffering from a notified disease shall cause or permit that 
person to expose others to risk of infection by his presence or 
conduct in any place referred to in sub -section ( 1 ) 

70. Forbidding work in infected premises . ( 1 ) If a case of 
notified disease occurs on any premises , the Health Officer may , 
whether the person suffering from the disease has been removed 
from the premises or not ,make an order forbidding any work to 
which this section applies, to be given out to any person living 
or working on those premises or in such part thereof as may be 
specified in the order, and any order so made may be served on 
the occupier of the factory from which the work is given out or 
on any contractor employed by such occupier . 

(2 ) An order under this section may be expressed to be 
operative for a specified time or until the premises or any part 
thereof specified in the order have been disinfected to the satis 
faction of the Health Officer, or may be expressed to be inoper 
ative so long as any other reasonable precautiong specified in 
the order are taken . 

(3 ) This section applies to the inaking , cleaning , washing, 
alterlog, ornamenting, finisbing or repairing of wearing apparel 
and any work incidental thereto , and to such other classes of 
work as may from time to time be notified by the Director of 
Public Health.. 

71. Prohibition of use of public library by infected person , 
( 1) No person who knows that he is suffering from a notified 
disease shall take any book , or cause any book to be taken for 
his use , or use any book taken , from any public or circulating 
library . 

(2 ) If a person develops a notified disease wbile he is in 
possession of any such book he shall cause it to be disinfected 
before it is returned to the library . 

72. Lisposal of bodies of persons dying while suffering from 
notified disease. ( 1) No person having the charge or control of 
the body of any person who has died while suffering from a 
notified disease shall permit or suffer persons to come unnecessa 
Arily into contact with , or proximity to the body. 
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( 2 ) No person shall , without the sanction in writing of an 
officer of the Public Health Department of the Government or 
of the local authority concerned not below the rank of a Health 
or Sanitary Inspector, retain in any premises ( elsewhere than in 
a publie mortuary) for more than twelve hours the body of any 
person who has died while suffering from any notified disease . 
( 3) (a ) If any such body (not being a body kept in a mor 

tuary ) remains undisposed of for more than twelve 
hours without the sanction referred to in sub 

section (2 ) , or 
if the dead body of any person is retained in any build 

ings so as to endanger the health of the inmates of 
such building or of any adjoining or neighbouring 

building , 
any Magistrate may, on the application of any officer 

referred to in sub -section (2 ) , order the body to be 

removed and disposed of within a specified time. 
( b ) Any Magistrate may , in the case of the body of a 

person who has died while suffering from a notified 
disease , or in any other case in which he considers 
the immediate disposal of the body necessary , direct 
the body to be disposed of, unless the friends or the 
relatives of the deceased undertake the disposal of 

the body within a time specified in the order. 
(c ) The expenses of the removal and disposal of any body 

under clause (a ) or clause (b ) shall be borne hy 
the local authority ; but such expenses may be re 
covered as if it were a tax due to the local authority 
from any person who would have been legally liable 
therefor but for such removal and disposal, unless, 
in the opinion of the local authority , he is too poor 


to do so .

(4 ) (a ) If any person dies in a hospital or a place of ten . 

porary accommodation for the sick , While suffering 
from a notified disease, and the Health Officer certi 
fies that, in his opinion , it is desirable in order to 
prevent the spread of infection , that the body should 
not be removed from such hospital or place except 
for the purpose of being taken direct to a burial or 
burning ground or a crematorium for being forth 
with buried or cremated , no person shall remove 
the body from the hospital or place except for such 

a purpose. 
(b ) When the body is removed for the purpose aforesaid , 

it shall forthwith be taken direct to a burial or burning 
ground or a crematorium and there buried or cremated 
with the least practicable delay , 
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(5) Without the permission of the Health Officer or a Magi. 
strate , no person shall cause or permit to be carried in a public 
or private conveyance the dead body of any, person who has died 
while suffering from cholera , smallpox or plague. 

73. Power of Magistrate to prohibit an assembly of more 
than fifty persons.- In the event of the prevalence of a notifici 
disease in any local area , on the application of the Health 
Officer , any Magistrate ,not being a Magistrate of the third class 
having local jurisdiction shall have power to prohibit either 
generally or by special order in any individual case, assem 
blages consisting of any number of persons exceeding fifty in any 
place whether public or private or in any circumstances or for 
any purpose if in his opinion such assemblages in such place in 
such circumstances or for such purpose , would be likely to 
become a means of spreading the disease or of rendering it more 
virulent. 

74 . Power of Government to confer special powers on 
officers to control notified diseases.- ( 1) ( a ) In the event of 
the prevalence or threatened outbreak of a notified disease in 
any place or area, the Government may declare that such place 
or area is visited by or threatened with an outbreak of such dis 


ease . 


(b ) The power conferred on the Government by clause (a ) 

may subject to the control of the Government also be 
exercised by the Collector in respect of a place or area 

within his district. 
( c ) Any declaration made by the Government under clause 

(a ) or withdrawal thereof in whole or in part shall be 
published in the Gazette and shall come into operation 

on the date of such publication . 
(d ) Any declaration made by the Collector under clause (b ) 

or withdrawal thereof in whole or in part shall be 
published in the Gazette , and shall come into operation 

on the date of such publication . 
(2 ) When a declaration under clause (a ) or clause (b ) of 
sub - section ( 1) comes into operation and until it is withdrawn, 
the Collector or any person duly authorised by him by general 
or special order, or if empowered in this behalf by rules made 
under this Act, the Health Officer or any other officer of the local 
authority concerned or any officer of the Government other than 
the Collector may, subject to such exceptions, restrictions, limi 
tations and conditions and to such control asmay be prescribed 
either generally or in the case of the notified disease to which 
the declaration relates , exercise the following powers, namely : 
(a ) power to order the evacuation of infected houses and 

houses adjoining them or in their neighbourhood, or 

generally of all houses in any infected locality : 
(6 ) power to make vaccination and preventive (inoculations 

compulsory subject to the provisions ofsub - section (3) ; 


(c ) power to direct 
( i) that personsarriving from places outside the localarea 

or residing in any building adjacent to , or in the 
neighbourhood of an infected building. shall be 
examined by any specified medical officer or by any 

one of a specified class ofmedical officers ; 
(ii) that the clothing, bedding or other articles belonging 

to such persons shall be disinfected if there is reason 
to suspect that they have been exposed to infection ; 

and 
(iii ) that any such person shall give his address and present 

himself daily formedical examination at a specified 
time and place , for a period not exceeding ten 

days ; 
( d ) power to take such measures as may be necessary 
(i) in respect of, or in relation to , persons exposed to 

infection from any notified disease , or likely to 

infect other personswith any such disease , and 
(ii) in respect of, or in relation to , articles exposed to 

infection from any notified disease , or likely to 
infect persons with any such disease, including , in 
case ( i) the placing of restrictions on the movements 
of such persons , and in case ( it ) , the destruction of 
such articles and the placing of restrictions on their 
export from , import into or transport within the 

local area ; 
( e ) power to direct that at any place within or outside the 

local area , any consignment of grain exported from or 
imported into , such area by rail, road or otherwise, 
shall be examined and, if necessary, unloaded and dis 

infected in any specified manner ; and 
(f) power to close all or any existing markets and to 

appoint special places where markets may be held . 
( 3 ) (a ) If any person who , or a child in whose care is sought 
to be vaccinated or inoculated in pursuance of the power re 
ferred to in clause (b ) of sub -section ( 2) declares before a 
Magistrate specially empowered by the Government in this be 
half that as a result of a careful enquiry into the subject, he 
believes that such vaccination or inoculation will be injurious 
to his health or the health of the child , as the case may be, the 
Magistrate may , after giving notice to the Health Officer and 
hearing any representations made by him or on his behalf , ex 
empt such person or child from vaccination or inoculation on 
condition of the person aforesaid undertaking to subject himself 
and the meinhers of his family to isolation of such description 
and for such period and to such further restrictions, if any , as 


may be directed by the Magistrate : 
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Provided that any exemption granted under this clause 
shall cease to have effect after a conviction under clause (b ) and 
no exemption shall be granted to any person who has been se 
convicted .

(4 ) The local authority or the Government may , in its dis 
cretion , give compensation to any person who in its opinion , has 
sustained substantial loss by the destruction of any property 
under the powers conferred by this section ; but, sayo as pra 
vided in this sub -section , no claim for compensation shall lie for 
any loss or damage caused by any exercise of the powers afore. 
said . 
75. Destruction of rats, mice etc. 

(1 ) The occupier of every 
premises, or if the premises are unoccupied, the owner thereof 
shall take such steps as may be reasonably practicable for the 
destruction of rats, mice and other animals susceptible to plague 
infesting such premises , 

( 2 ) Where the Health Officer is of opinion that the occu 
pier or owner of any premises has failed to fulfil the obligation 
laid on him by sub - section ( 1 ) he may either 

(a ) serve a notice on such occupier or owner, requiring 

him to take such steps and within such time as may 

be specificd in the notice ; or 
( 6 ) enter upon such premises and take such steps as may 

be necessary for the purpose of destroying the rats , 
mice and other animals susceptible to plague infesting 
the same, after giving not less than twenty - four hours 

previous notice to such occupier or owner . 
( 3) Any expenses incurred under clause (6 ) of sub -section 
( 2) may be recovered by the local authority concerned from the 
occupier or owner, as the case may be , as if it were a tax due 
from him to the local authority . 


PART III_.Venereal Diseases , 
76. Provision for treatment of venereal disease by local 
authorities. ( 1) A local authority may, and if so required by 
the Government shall,make such arrangements in its local area 
as may be directed by the Government for - 
( a ) the free diagnosis and treatment of persons suffering, 

or suspected to suffer, from venereal diseases and 
(b ) the prevention of infection from such diseases, 

( 2) The local authority may , for the purpose mentioned in 
sub- section ( 1 ) , enter into a contract 

(a ), with any other local authority ; or 
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(b ) with the hospital or medical institution recognised by 

the Government in this behalf ; or 
. ( c ) with the sanction of the Government, with any qualified 

and registered medical practitioner : 
77. Patient to be instructed in methods of prevention of the 
spreadt-of venereal disease. Every physician or other person 
treating or examining with a view to treatment, a person having 
a venereal disease shall, at the first visit 
(a ) impress upon such person the necessity for treatment 

until the cure is effected ; 
(6 ) instruct him in regard to the measures necessary for 

preventing the spread of the disease ; and 
( c) furnish him with such other information relatiog to 

the disease as may be provided by the Director of 

Public Health . 
78. Certain medical practitioners to certify as to freedom from 
venereal disease. Every medical practitioner included in a 
panel published by the Government for the purposes of this 
section shall be bound , at the instance of a person desirous of 
obtaining a certificate under this section and on payment of a 
fee of five rupees to examine such person , and if he finds such 
person is not suffering from a venereal disease, or has been cured 
thereof, to furnish to such person a certificate to that effect in 
the prescribed form . 

PART IV – Leprosy. 


79. Definitions. In this Part- 
(a ) Leprosy means open leprosy , that is to say , tbat form 

of the disease in which leprosy bacilli can be demon 
strated from the mucous membrane of the patient s 
nose or from his skin , by any recognized standard 
method of examination approved by the Govern 

ment, 
( b ) . Authorised practitioner means a medical practitioner 

authorised by the Government in this behalf. 
80. Provision for treatment of leprosy by local authority . 
A local authority may , and if so required by the Government 
shall, make such arrangements in its local area as may be 
directed by the Government for 
(a ) the free diagnosis and treatment of persons suffering, 

or suspected to suffer , from leprosy , and 
(b ) the prevention of infection from leprosy . 
81. Persons suffering from leprosy not to engage in certain 
occupations. (1 ) No person who knows that he is suffering from 
leprosy shall, until he is certified by an authorised practitioner 
to be non - infectious and to have been so for a period of not less 
than three months, engage himself or accept any employment 
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( v ) as a public servant ; cc 
(v ) in any other capacity which , in the coizion title

( 1) No person who knows that he is subering from 
leprosy zall 
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( a ) enter any public conveyance used for the conveyance 
of passengers at separate fares, or , 

(b ) enter any other public conveyance , without previously 
intimating to the owner, driver or conductor thereof that he is 
suffering from leprosy . 

( 2 ) No person who has the care of a person whom he knows 
to be suffering from leprosy shall permit him to be carried 

( a ) in any public conveyance used for the conveyance of 
passengers at separate fares, or , 

( b ) in any other public conveyance, without previously 
intimating to the owner, driver or conductor thereof that he is 
suffering from leprosy . 

(3 ) The owner, driver or conductor of a public conveyance 
used for the conveyance of passengers at separate fares shall not 
convey therein a person whom he knows to be sullering from 
lcprosy at any time when a passenger not suffering from leprosy 
is being conveyed therein : 

Provided that a person suffering from leprosy may be con . 
veyed in the public conveyance aforesaid in such cases of emer . 
gency and subject to such restrictions and safeguards as may be 
notified by the Government. 

(4 ) The owner or driver of any other public conveyance 
may refuse to convey therein any person suffering from leprosy 
until he has been paid a sum sufficient to cover any loss and ex 
pense which will be incurred by reason of the provisions of the 
next succeeding sub -section . 

(5 ) The person in charge of a public conveyance in which a 
person whom he knows to be suffering from leprosy has been 
conveyed shall, as soon as practicable, give notice to the Health 
Officer of the local area in which the conveyance is usually kept 
and before permitting any other person to enter the conveyance , 
shall cause it to be disinfected. 

(6 ) The local authority , when so requested by the person 
in charge of a public conveyance in which a person suffering 
from leprosy has been conveyed , shall provide for its disinfection , 

83. Prohibition of persons suffering from leprosy from 
attending school, college or taking out books from public 
libraries . ( 1) No person who knows that he is suffering from 
leprosy shall 

(a ) attend any school, college, playground or such other 
place, or 

( 6 ) take any book or cause any book to be taken for his 
use or use any book taken , from any public or circulating 
library . 

(2 ) . No person who has the care of a person whom he knows 
to be suffering from leprosy shall permit him to do any of the 
acts prohibited by sub -section (1 ) . 
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84. Segregation of persons suffering from leprosy . The 
Government may, on the recommendation of the Director of 
Public Health ,by notific : tion , declare any area to be a " Segre 
gation Area" , if they are satisfied that in such area adequate 
segregation accommodation for persons suffering from leprosy 
has been provided by the local authority , or has been placed at 
its disposal and set apart by it for the purpose ; and thereupon , 
the following provisions shall apply to such area : 

(i) The Health Officer may, by notice , require any person 
suffering from leprosy and residing within the segregation area 
to remove himself to such segregation accommodation as may be 
specified in the notice and remain there until such time as he is 
certified by an authorized practitioner to be no longer infectious , 

( ii ) The notice shall allow a reasonable period for compli 
ance therewith . 

(iii ) If the person suffering from leprosy does not comply 
with the notice within the period allowed therein , the Health 
Officer may have him compulsorily removed to the segregation 
accommodation specified therein , using such force, as may be 
reasonably necessary for the purpose . 

(iv ) The Health Officer may permit any person detain 
ed in the segregation accommodation to engage himself or 
accept employment in any of the capacities other than those 
specified in Section 81, provided that it does not involve the 
performance of any act specifically prohibited by this Act. 

( v ) The notice referred to in clause (i) may be given 
to the person who has the care of a person suffering from 
leprosy , and thereupon it shall be the duty of the former to 
remove the person suflering from leprosy to the segregation 
accommodation specified in the notice . 

( vi) If any person suffering from leprosy escapes from 
or leaves the segregation accommodation provided for him , 
without the written permission of the Health Officer or any 
other officer authorized by him in this behalf , such person may 
be arrested without a warrant by any police officer or by any 
one specially empowered by the Government and removed forth 
with to such segregation accommodation . 

(vii) The local authority shail arrange for the food , 
clothing and other necessaries of every person suffering from 
leprosy who is detained in the segregation accommodation , but 
any such person shall be at liberty to make his own arrange , 
ments for his food, clothing or other necessaries . 

(vii) If any person is arrested under clause (vi) after 
having been arrested and dealt with under that clause on at 
least three previous occasions, he shall , if the Health Officer so 
directs in writing , be produced before a Magistrate of the First 
Class who shall have power to order his detention in a leprosy 
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annexe attached to a prison until such time as he is certified hy . 
an authorised practitioner to be no longer infectious ; and 
thereupon all the provisions of the law for the time being in 
force shall, so far as may be and with such modifications if any, 
as may be prescribed , apply to such person ; as it he had been 
sentenced to simple imprisonment for the period for which 
such detention was ordered . 


If the Magistrate does not order such detention or if the 
order of detention passed by him is subsequently , cancelled , 
whether by himself or by any other Magistrate of the First 
Class , the person arrested or detained, as the case may be, shall 
forthwith be removed to the segregation accommodation afore 
said . 

85. Power to require fresh certificate that person suffering 
from leprosy is not infectious. Where any authority prescribed 
in this behalf has reason to believe that a certificate such as is 
referred to in Section 81 or in clause (i) of Section 84 issued 
in respect of any person suffering from leprosy has ceased to be 
correct by reason of his having subsequently become infectious, 
such authority may require such person to obtain a fresh 
certificate from any authorised practitioner of his choice , as to 
the characler of his leprosy , that is to say , as to whether he is or 
is not infectious. 

Unless a fresh certificate as aforesaid is obtained by the 
person suffering from leprosy within such period as may be 
prescribed and such certificate declares him to be non infectious 
the certificate previously issued shall, for the purpose of all the 
provisions contained in this part, be deemed to have been 
cancelled. 

PART V - Power to make Rules. 


86. Rules for the prevention , treatment, and control of 
certain diseases. The Government shall have power to make 
such rules as they deem lit for the treat:nent of persons effected 
with any epedemic, endemic or infectious disease including 
leprosy as defined in Section 79 and for preventiog the spread 
of such diseases , and the rules may declare by what authority 
or authorities such rules shall be enforcei and executed . 


CHAPTER VIH . 

MATERNITY AND CHILD WELFARE. 
87. Local authority to carry out maternity and child wel 
fare measures. Every local authority shall be bound to carry 
out such measures pertaining to malernity and child welfare as 
may be prescribed . 
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CHAPTER IX . 

MOSQUITO CONTROL. 
88. Prohibition of mosquito breeding in collection of water . 
(1 ) No person or local authority shall- 
(a ) have keep , or maintain within any local area any 

collection of standing or flowing water in which 

mosquitoes breed or are likely to breed , or 
(6 ) cause , permit or sufler any water within such area to 

form a collection in which mosquitoes breed or are 
likely to breed , unless such collection has been so 

treated as effectively to prevent such breeding . 
Explanation : —Troughs used for cattle and in frequent use 
shall not, until the contrary is proved , be deemed to be collec 
tions of water in which mosquitoes breed or are likely to 
breed . 

( 2 ) The natural presence of mosquito larvae in any stand 
ing or flowing water shall be evidence thatmosquitoes are breed 
ing in such water . 

89. Treatment of mosquito breeding places. ( 1) The 
Health Officer inay by notice require the owner or the occupier 
of any place containing any collection of standing or flowing 
water in which inosquitoes breed or are likely to breed within 
such time asmay be specified in the notice , not being less thai. 
twenty - four hours , to take such measures with respect to the 
same or to treat the saine by such physical, chemical or biologi ... 
calmethod, being measures or a method, approved by the Direc. 
tor of Public Health , as the Health Olicer may consider suitable 
in the circumstances. 

( 2 ) If a notice under sub -section ( 1) is served on the 
occupier , he shall , in the absence of a contract, expressed or im 
plied , to tlie contrary, be entitled to recover from the owner the 
reasonable expenses incurred by him in taking the measures or 
adopting the method of treatment, specified in the notice , and 
may deduct the amount of such expenses from the rent which is 
then , or which may thereafter be due from him to the owner . 

90. Health Officer s power in case of default. If the person 
on whom a notice is served under Section 89 fails or refuses, to 
take themeasures or adopt themethod of treatment specified in 
such notice within the time specified therein , the Health Officer 
may himself take such measures or adopt such treatment and 
recover the cost of doing so from the owner or occupier of the 
property , as the case may be , in the samemanner as if it were an 
arrear of land revenue . 

91. Protection of anti-mosquito . work . Where with the 
object of preventing the breeding of mosquitoes in any land or 
buildings, the Government or any local authority , or the owner or 
occupier at the instance of theGovernment or any local authority , 


.. 
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has constructed any works in such land or building, the owner 
for the time being as well as the occupier for the time being of 
such land or building shall prevent its being used in any manner 
which causes, or is likely to cause , the deterioration of such 
works, or which impairs or is likely to impair their efficiency . 

92. Prohibition Interference with such works. 
No person shall without the consent of the Health Officer in 
terfere with , injure, destroy or render useless, any work exe 
cuted or any material or thing placed in , under, or upon any 
land or building by or under the orders of the Health Officer with 
the object of preventing the breeding ofmosquitoes therein . 

(2 ) If the provisions of sub- section (1) are contravened 
by any person , the Health Officer may re- execute the work or re 
place the materials or things, as the case may be, and the cost of 
doing so shall be recovered from such person in the same manner 
as if it were an arrear of land revenue. 

93. Power of health staff to enter and inspect premises . 
For the purpose of enforcing the provisions contained in this 
Chapter , the Health Officer or any of his subordinates not below 
the rank of Health or sanitary Inspector may, at all reasonable 
times after giving such notice asmay appear to him reasonable, 
enter and inspect any land or building within his jurisdiction and 
the occupier or the owner as the case may be, of such land or 
building, shall give all facilities necessary for such entry and in 
spection , and supply all such information asmay be required of 
him for the purpose aforesaid . 

94. Financial inability etc., sufficient defence . In any pro 
ceedings under this Chapter , it shall be sufficient defence to show 
that the person proceeded against is financially unable to carry 
out the directions given or that the necessary materials and ap 
pliances for the treatment or measures recommended are not 
available or that the collection of water is indispensable for the 
general communal purposes of the locality . 

CHAPTER X. 


SANITATION AND BUILDINGS. 

PART I – Residential Areas, 
95. Notification of residential areas. ( 1) Every urban local 
authority shall, within one year from the commencement of this 
Act or within such further time as the Government may allow in 
the case of any such authority , notify in the prescribed manner 
the localities , divisions, wards, streets or portions of streets in its 
local area which shall be reserved for residential purposes. 

(2 ) An urban local authority may , at any time subsequent 
to the issue of a notification under sub-section ( 1) notify addi 
tional-localities, divisions, wards, streets or portions of streets , 
as areas which shall be reserved for residential purposes, 
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(3 ) A notification issued under sub -section (1 ) or sub 
section (2) may declare that operations in any factory , workshop 
or workplace in existence at the time when it comes into force, 
or that the continuance of any offensive trade carried on by any 
person at such time, shall be subject to such restrictions, limita. 
tions, and conditions as may be specified in the notification . 

96. Approval of Director of Public Health and Director of 
Town Planning to be obtained for notification . ( 1 ) Before issu . 
ing a notification under Section 95 , the local authority shall 
( a ) obtain the approval both of the Director of Public 

Health and of the Director of Town Planning, in 

regard to 
(i) the suitability of the areas proposed to be reserved 

for residential purposes ; 
(ii ) the restrictions , limitations and conditions , if any, 

proposed to be imposed under , sub - section ( 3) of 

Section 95 ; and 
(6 ) publish in the prescribed manner for general infor 

mation the situation and limits of the areas proposed 
to be reserved forj (residential purposes and the 
restrictions, limitations and conditions , if any, pro 
posed to be imposed under sub -section (3 ) of Section 
95 , and consider all objections received by it within 

six weeks of such publication . 
(2 ) In the event of a difference of opinion between the 
local authority and the Director of Public Health or the Director 
of Town Planning, the matter shall be referred to the Govern 
ment whose decision shall be final. 

97. Appeal against notification . Any person aggrieved by 
the issue of a notification under Section 95 may appeal to the 
Governmentwhose decision shall be finai. 

98. Consqeuences of notification. Upon the issue of a notifi 
cation under Section 95 the following consequences shall ensue, 
namely : 
( a ) The construction or establishment of any new factory , 

workshop or work -place , or the carrying on of any 
new offensive trade in the areas specified in the noti 

fication shall be absolutely prohibited , 
In the case of any factory , workshop or work -place in 

existence at the time when the notification comes 
into force or of any offensive Trade in existence at 
such time, the restrictions, limitations and condi. 
tions, if any , specified in the notification , shall be 

observed in the areas aforesaid . 
( c) If work in any factory , workshop orlwork - place existing 

at the time when the notification under Section 95 
comes into force or any offensive trade carried on 
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by any person at such times ceases to be carried on 
for a continuous period of not less than one year, the 
resumption of work in such factory , workshop , or 
work - place or of such offensive trade, as the case 
may be, shall, unless the Government otherwise 
order , be deemed to be absolutely prohibited under 

clause ( a ) . 
(d ) In the case referred to in clause ( c) where the period 

exceeds six months but does not extend to one year, 
work in the factory , workshop or work -place or the 
offensive Trade , as the case may be , shall not be 
resumed without the written permission of the 
Health Officer unless the Government otherwise 

order, 
99. Extension of Sections 95 to 98 to non -terbar local authori 
ties.-- The Governmentmay , by notification , direct that the pro 
visions of Sections 95 to 98 shall apply to any non -urban local 
authority specified in such notification ; and thereupon , the pro 
visions of those sections shall apply to such authority as if it 
were an urban local authority . 

PART II - Control over insanitary buildings. 
100. New building not to be erected on certain sites.-- ( 1) No 
person shall erect a new building on any ground which has been 
filled up with fæcal or offensive vegetable or offensive animal 
matter or upon which any such matter has been deposited ,unless 
and until the Health Officer certifies that such matter has been 
properly removed by excavation or otherwise , or has become 
or been rendered innocuous. 

(2 ) Against the refusal of the Health Officer to issue a 
certificate under sub -section ( 1 ) , an appeal shall lie to the 
Director of Public Health in the first instance and from the deci. 
sion of the Director of Public Health to theGovernment whose 
decision shall be final. 

101. Cleansing of court, yard or passage used in common .- (1 ) 
If any court, yard or passage which is used in common by the 
occupants of two or more buildings, but is not a public street, is 
not regularly swept and kept clean and free from rubbish or 
other accumulation to the satisfaction of the Health Officer, he 
may cause such court, yard or passage to be swept and cleansed . 

( 2 ) The local authority may recover any expenses rea 
sonably incurred by the Health Officer under sub- section ( 1) 
from the occupants of the buildings which front or abut on the 
court or yard , or to which the passage affords access in such 


proportions as may be determined by the Health Officer. 

102, Dwelling house unfit for human habitation to be 
vacated :-(1 ) If any dwelling house or portion thereof appears 
to the Health Oficer to be unfit for the purpose of human habi 
tation , he may in cases not falling under Section 44 apply to the 
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local authority to prohibit the use thereof for such purpose, and 
such authority shallmake an order prohibiting the use of such 
dwelling house or portion for human habitation until in the 
opinion of the Health Officer it is rendered fit therefor : 

Provided that, before making an order under this sub 
section , the local authority shall give the owner and occupier or 
occupiers, if any , concerned, a reasonable opportunity of showing 
cause why it should not be made . 

(2) When any order has been made under sub-section (1), 
the executive authority shall cause a copy of the order to be com : 
municated to the owner as well as to every occupier concerned 
and every such occupier shall be bound to cease to inhabit the 
dwelling house or portion thereof, as the case may be, within 
thirty days after the communication of the order to him , 

(3 ) The owner of any dwelling house or portion of a dwel 
ling house in respect of which an order under sub -section (1) 
is in force , shall not let or occupy or permit to be let or occupied , 
such dwelling house or portion or any part thereof, as a human 
habitation . 


103. Back to back houses not to be erected without permis 
sion . Notwithstanding anything contained in any other law for 
the time being in force, no person shall, without the previous 
permission of the Health Officer erect any back to back houses 
intended to be used as dwelling houses and any such house the 
erection of which is beyun after the commencement of this Act, 
without such permission shall be deemed to be unfit for human 
habitation within the meaning of Section 102 , 


PART III — Abatement of overcrowding . 
104. Definitions. In this Part 
( 1) tenant means a dwelling house and includes 
( a ) any part of a dwelling house which is capable of sepa 

rate occupation , and 
(6 ) a students hostel under public or recognised control 

but does not include a dwelling house or part of a 

dwelling house occupied by the owner thereof ; and 
( 2 ) " land -lord " means the immediate land - lord of the occu 
pier or occupiers of a tenement, 
105. Duties of land -lord . A land -lord of a tenement, 

( a ) shallmaintain it in a habitable condition , and 
(b ) except temporarily on occasions such as marriages 

and the like, shallnot cause or permit the tenement 
to be overcrowded : 
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Provided that no proceedings sball be instituted against the 
land- lord in respect of any infringement by him of the provisions 
of this section , unless a notice that the tenement is not in a 
habitable condition or that it is overcrowded, has been served 
upon the land- lord or his agent by the Health Officer and the 
land- lord fails within such time as may be specified in such 
notice to take such steps as may be reasonably open to him for 
putting the tenement in a habitable condition or for securing the 
abatement of the overcrowding therein , as the case may be, in 
cluding if necessary, the taking of legal proceedings for posses 
sion of the tenement 

106. Power to make rule. The Government shall have power 
to make rules for determining 
( a ) whether a tenement or any class of tenements is or is 

notmaintained in a habitable condition within the 

meaning of Section 105 ; and 
(b ) whether a tenement or any class of tenements is or is 

not overcrowded within the meaning of that section . 


CHAPTER XI. 


LODGING Houses , 


107. Lodging house to be registered . (1) No person shall 
keep a lodging house or receive a lodger therein unless he is 
regisetred as the keeper thereof under this Act. 

Provided that a person who immediately before the com 
mencement of this Act was keeping a lodging house shall for a 
period of three months after such commencement be deemed to 
have been registered as the keeper thereof . 

108. Registerof lodging houses. Every executive authority 
shall keep a register in which shall be entered 
( a ) the full name and the place of residence of every 

person registered as the keeper of a lodging house 
( b ) the situation of every such lodging house ; 
( c ) the number of persons authorised to be received in 

the lodging house ; and 
(d ) the full names and the places of residence of any 

persons who are to act as deputies of the keeper of 

the lodging house . 
109. Conditions of registration and of renewal of regis . 
tration ( 1 ) An executive authority on receiving from any 
person an application for registration, or for the renewal of his 
registration as a keeper of a lodging house and on payment by 
him of such fee, if any, as may be prescribed for the purpose, 
shall register the applicant in respect of the lodging house 
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named in the application or renew his registration in respect 
thereof and issue to him a certificate of registration or of renewal 
of registration : 

Provided that the executive authority 
( a ) shall not register an applicant until the Health Officer 

has inspected the premises named in the application 

and has recommended such registration ; and.. 
(b ) inay refuse to register, or to renew the registration of 

an applicant if he is satisfied that. 

(i) the applicant or any person employed or proposed 
to be employed by the applicant of the lodging house as a deputy 
or otherwise is not a fit person, whether by reason of age or 
otherwise, to keep or to be employed at a lodging house ; or 

(ii) the premises are not suitable for use as a lodging 
house or are not as regards sanitation and water supply and in 
other rešpects including means of escape in case of fire, suitably 
equipped for use as such ; or 

(ii ) the use of the premises as a lodging house is likely 
to occasion inconvenience or annoyance to persons residing in 
the neighbourhood . 

( 2 ) The registration , or the renewal of the registration , of 
a person as the keeper of a lodging house shall expire at the end 
of the year for which it is granted unless, for special reasons, the 
executive authority considers that it should expire at an earlier 
date when it shall expire at such earlier date which shall be 
specified in the certificate of registration or of renewal of 
registration . 

(3 ) If an executive authority refuses to grant or renew 
registration under this section , he shall deliver to the applicant 
a statement in writing of the grounds on which his application is 
refused . " . 

( 4 ) If at any time, a person registered as the keeper of a 
lodging house applies for the removal from the register of the 
name of any person entered therein as a deputy of the keeper or 
for the insertion therein of the name of any other person ,being 
a person approved by the executive authority whom the keeper 
proposes to employ as a deputy , the executive authority shall 
alter the register accordingly and make any consequenital 
alterations in the certificate of registration . 

110. Appeal to local authority . A person aggrieved by the 
refusal of an executive authority to grant or renew registration 
under Section 109 may appeal to the local authority . 

111. Rules for the upkeep and maintenance of lad ging houses 
The Government shall have power to make rules- (a ) for fixing 
the number of persons who may be received into a lodging house 
and for the separate accommodation of the sexes therein ; 
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(6 ) for promoting cleanliness and ventilation in lodging 

houses and requiring the walls and ceilings thereof to 
he lime-washed or treated with some other suitable 

preparation at specified intervais ; 
(c ) with respect to the taking of precautions when any 

case of infectious disease occurs in a lodging house ; 

and 
( d ) generally for the well-ordering of the lodging housey, 
112. Notice to be affixed outside lodging house. (1 ) The 
keeper of a lodging bouse shall, if so required by the executive 
authority affix and keep aflixed and undefaced and legible , a 
notice with the words 

registered lodging house in some 
conspicuous place on the outside of the house . 

(2 ) The keeper of a lodging house and every other person 
having the care or taking part in the management thereof shall 
at all times allow the executive authority , the Health Othcer or 
any other person authorised by the executive authority or Health 
Officer in this behalf, lo have free access to all parts of the house . 

113. Cancellation of registration by court. When the regi 
stered keeper of a lodging house is convicted of any offence 
under this Chapter or under Section 62 or a rule or bye-law appli 
cable to him made under this Act, the Court by which he is con 
victed may cancel his registration as a lodging house -keeper and 
may order that he be disqualified for such period as the court 
thinks fit for being again registered as such keeper, 

CHAPTER XII. 

FOOD CONTROL. 
114. Prohibition of sale of unsound food . ( 1) No person 
shall 
(a ) sell, expose or hawk about for sale , or keep , store or 

prepare for sale ,any animal intended for human con 
sumption which is diseased , or the flesh ofany anima! 

which has died on account of natural causes ; or 
(b ) sell, expose or hawk about for sale, or keep, store , 

manufacture or prepare for sale, any food or drug 
intended for human consumption which is unfit for 

such purpose or is unwholesome 

(2 ) In any prosecution under sub -section ( 1) , the court 
shall, unless and until the contrary is proved , persume 
( a ) that any animal found in the possession of a person 

who is in the habit of keeping animals of that class 
for sale for human consumption has been kept by 

such person for sale ; and 
( b ) that lany food or drug found in the possession of a 

person who is in the habit of keeping, storing ,manu 
facturing or preparing such food or drug for sale for 
human consumption , has been kept, stored , many 
factured or prepared by such person for sale , 
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through others. ( 1 ) Any person who does any of the acts , 

115. Punishment for contravening provisions of Section 114 
mentioned in sub-section (1) of Section 114 or in clauses (a) to 
( e) of sub -section (1) of Section 10 of the Travancore Preven . 
tion of Adulteration Act, 1124, or clauses (a) to (a ) of suba 
section ( 1) of Section 4 of the Cochin Prevention of Food Adul. 
teration Act, XIV of 1109 in any area to which the said Acts 
have been extended , through others employed by him , whether 
the latter be adults or children , shall be liable to punishment for 
such act as if he had himself done the same. 

(2 ) If a child under seven years of age does any of the acts 
aforesaid , the employer of the child, or the parent or other per 
sons having the care and custody of the child , as the case may 
be, shall be liable to punishment for such act as if he had himself 
done the samne, 

116. Flesh of dead animal not to be consumed . : No person 
shall knowingly consume the flesh of any animal which has died 
on account of natural causes . 

Explanation - It shall be no defence to a prosecution under 
this section that the flesh was consumed as a matter of custom , 
or as a matter of right on account of services rendered in remov . 
ing dead cattle, or on any other ground . 

117. Importing meat into local area . ( 1 ) No person shall 
bring into any local area without the permission in writing of 
the Health Officer thereof, the flesh of any animal slaughtered 
outside the local area otherwise than in a slaughther-house 
maintained or licensed by the Government or by a local 
authority . 

: (2 ) Any flesh brought into the local area in contravention 
of sub -section ( 1 ) may be seized by the Health Officer or any 
officer or servant of the local authority authorised by him in that 
behalf, and sold or otherwise disposed of as the Health Officer 
may direct ; and in case of sale , the sale proceeds shall be 
credited to the funds of the local authority . 

(3 ) Nothing in this section shall be deemed to apply to 

( a ) cured or preserved meat ; or 
(6 ) flesh or meat carried through any local area for 

consumption outside the limits thereof and not 
stored anywhere within such limits in the course 

of transit ; or 
(c) flesh or meat brought into the local area by any 

person for immediate domestic consumption and 

not for sale : 
Provided that the local authority may , by public notice, 
direct that the provisions of this section shat apply to cured or 
preserved meat of any specified description or brought from any 
specified place , 
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118. Power of Health Officer to enter premises used for 
food trade. The Health Officer may , without notice, enter any 
place at any timeby day or by night where any article of food is 
being manufactured , prepared , exposed or stored for sale, and 
inspect such article and any utensil or vessel used for manu 
facturing, preparing or containing the same. 

119. Powers of Health Officer to deal with carriers of 
disease handling food . (1 ) The Health Officer may , at any 
time, examine or cause to be examined any person engaged in 
selling or in manufacturing or preparing for sale or in any 
manner whatsoever handling any article of food intended for 
sale. 

( 2 ) H on such examination the Health Officer finds that 
such person is suffering from or harbouring the germs of any 
infectious disease , such person shall not take part in selling any 
article of food or in manufacturing , preparing or in any manner 
handling any article of food intended for sale , until the Health 
Officer certifies in writing that he is free from infection from 
such disease or from disease producing germs. 

120. Investigation of diseases caused by milk or dairy 
produce. (1) If the Health Officer has reason to believe 

( a ) that any person within the local area over which he 

has jurisdiction is suffering from an infectious 
disease attributable to milk or dairy produce sup 

plied within such area ; or 
(b ) that the consumption of any milk or dairy produce 

supplied within such local area is likely to cause any 

person therein to suffer from an infectious disease , 
the Health Officer may require the person supplying 

the milk or dairy produce to furnish within such 
time as may be fixed by the Health Officer a com 
plete list of all dairies (whether situated within or 
outside the limits of such area ) from which that 
person s supply of milk or dairy produce is derived 
or has been derived during the six weeks immedi 

ately preceding. 
( 2) If such supply or any part of such supply is obtained 
not directly from a dairy but through some other person, the 
Health Officer may make a similar requisition upon such other 
person , 

(3 ) Every person on whom any requisition is made under 
sub-section ( 1) of sub-section (2) shall be bound to comply 
therewith . 

121. Inspection of dairy by Health Officer. (1) The Health 
Officer may inspect any dairy referred to in Section 120 , and the 
milchcattle and the employees therein , and if, on such inspection , 
the Health Officer is of opinton that any infectious disease is

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caused or is likely to be caused by the consumption of the milk 
or dairy produce supplied from such dairy he may make 
an 
order. prohibiting the supply of any milk or dairy produce for 
human consumption from such dairy .. 

( 2) An order made under sub- section (1) shall be forth. 
with cancelled by the Health Officer on his being satisfied that 
the milk supply has been changed, or that the employees object. 
ed to by him have ceased to work at the dairy or that the cause 
of infection has been removed . 

(3 ) If an order inade under sub - section (1 ) or cancelled 
under sub-section ( 2 ) relates to a dairy situated outside the 
limits of the local area, the Health Officer shall also inform the 
local authority within whose jurisdiction the dairy is situated . 

(4 ) When an order is made under sub - section ( 1) the 
Health Officer may either . 
(a ) permit the milk or other produce of the dairy after 

being boiled or treated in such other manner as he 
may direct , to be sold or used as animal food , sub 
ject to any reasonable restrictions he may impose, 


or 


( b ) cause such milk or dairy produce to be destroyed 

( 5 ) No person shall sell or supply any milk or dairy pro 
duce in contravention of the provisions of this section . 


CHAPTER XIII . 
FAIRS AND FESTIVALS, 


122. Notification of fairs and festivals by Government. (1) 
The Government may , by notification 
( a ) declare that any local area or part of a local area in 

which a fair or festival is to be held shall , for the 
purposes of this Chapter, be a notified fair or festi 
val centre, for such period as may be specified in the 

notification ; and 
( b ) define the limits of the area which shall for the pur 

poses aforesaid , be the site for the fair or festival. 
(2 ) The provisions of this Chapter shall apply only to 
fairs and festivals in connection with which a notification under 
sub - section ( 1 ) has been issued . 

123. Notice to be given of fair or festival.: (1) The person or 
authority in charge of any fair or festival shall , not less than 
thirty days before its commencernent, intimate to the executive 
authority or Health Officer of the local authority concerned of 
in case the fair or festival is to be held within the jurisdiction of 
more than one local authority to the executive authority of

Health Officer of each of the local authorities concerned , the date 
of commencement of such fair or festival, and the period for 
which it will last . 

(2 ) The person or authority in charge of the fair or festi 
val shall also furnish such other particulars relating to the fair 
or festival as may be called for by the executive authority or 
Health Officer of the local authority or any of the local authori 
ties concerned . 

124. Sanitary arrangements etc. The local authority within 
whose jurisdiction a fair or festival is held or if it is held within 
the jurisdiction of two or more local lauthorities, any person or 
committee appointed by such local authorities jointly , shall make 
provision for 

( 1) the demarcation and preparation of the site of the 
fair or festival : 

( 2 ) , the clearing and draining of the site ; 

(3 ) the disposition of the several parts of the fair or festi 
val, including the aligoment of roads within the site ; 

(4 ) the supply in sufficient quantities of water fit for 
drinking and cooking purposes for the use of persons resorting 
to the fair or festival, and the proper preservation of such water ; 

(5 ) the accommodation of pilgrims and visitors , to such 
extent as may be practicable : 

(6 ) the lighting of the fair or festival centre ; 

( 7) the supply by suitable persons of wholesome food at 
reasonable rates, and in such quantities as may be necessary to 
persons resorting to the fair or festival, and the proper super. 
vision and inspection of all food prepared or offered for sale or 
stored or in the course of transit within the fair or festival 
centre ; 

(8 ) the collection , removal, and disposal of refuse , rubbish 
and sewage ; 

( 9 ) the supply and maintenance of suitable Latrines for 
the use of persons resorting to the fair or festival; 

( 10 ) the detection and segregation of cases of infectious 
disease and the prevention of the iatroduction and spread of such 
diseases ; ... 

( 11 ) the employment of adequate medical staff , the provi. 
sion of medical relief,and the furnishing of hospital accommoda 
tion both for general and isolation purposes ; and 

( 12 ) such other purposes asmay be prescribed 
125 , Health Officer to supervise the arrangements. The 


arrangements mentioned in Section 124 shall be executed under 
the supervision and control of the Health Officer concerned , or if 
the fair or festival is held within the jurisdiction of more than 
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one local authority under the supervision and control 
of the

126 . Power to enter and seize unwholesome food. (1) The 
Health Officer, or a Health or Sanitary Inspector of the localauthor 
rity or of any of the local authorities concerned , or any officer of 
the Government or of any such local authority appointed by the 
Government in this behalf, may 
(a ) enter and inspect any building or shop in the fair or 

festival centre, which is a source of food supply ; 
(0 ) for the purpose of inspection , have access to any source 

of water supply on such centre or within such dis. 
tance therefrom as the Government may , by general 

or special order , determine ; and ; 
( c) seize any food prepared or offered for sale or stored 

or in course of transit within the fair or festival 
centre which he has reason to believe is unwhde. 
some or unfit for human consumption , and destroy 
the same forthwith , if in his opinion such food is of 
a perishable nature or the value thereof does not 

exceed ten rupees. 
( 2 ) ( a ) Any otficer seizing any food under clause (c)of 
sub -section (1 ) shall, if it is not destroyed under that clause 
report the seizure to such authority or person as may be prescri 
bed in that behalf. 
(b ) If the authority or person aforesaid is of opinion that 

the food is unwholesome or unfit for hunan con 
sumption , such authority or person may, by order 
in writing , direct the food to be destroyed ; and any 
expenses incurred in this behalf ( including the cost, 
if any, of analysing the food or sample thereof shall 
be recoverable froin the person from whom the food 

was seized, as if it were an arrear of land revenue . 
(c) If the authority or person aforesaid is of opinion that 

such food is wholesome and fit for human consuinp 
tion , the food shall be returned to the person from 
whom it was seized ; and the cost, if any , of analys 
ing the food or a sample thereof shall be borne by 

the local authorities concerned . 
127. Occupation of building etc., required in connection with 
fair or festival. ( 1) The local authority may , in cases of emer 
gency , with the sanction of the collector, depute any person to 
enter upon , occupy and use, without having recourse to the pro 
visions of the Land Acquisition Act, for the time being in force, 
any land or any building not being a dwelling house in the poti 
fied fair or festival centre which in the opinion of the Health 


61 
Officer is required and is suitable for any purposes connected 
with the fair or festival, such as the construction of pilgrim 
sheds, water sheds, hospitals , segregation sheds, latrines and the 
like: 

Provided that if the land or building is occupied, notice shall 
be given to the occupants or be conspicuously affixed on such 
land or building not less than twenty four hours before it is 
entered upon. 

( 2 ) The owner or lessee of such land or building shall be 
entitled to compensation for any damage or expenses incurred , 
and to a reasonable rent for the period during which it had been 
occupied or used for any of the purposes referred to in sub 
section (1 ). Such compensation and rent shall be fixed by the 
Collector, 

(3 ) The local authority shall , when any such land or 
building ceases to be occupied or used for any of the purposes 
aforesaid , cause it to be thoroughly disinfected and cleansed . 

128. Control over private sources of water supply . ( 1 ) The 
Health Officer may , by notice in writing, require the owner of, 
or other person having control over , any source of water supply 
situated on the fair or festival centre , or within such distance 
therefrom as the Government may by general or special order 
determine, to close or disinfect such source within a specified 
time, if, in the opinion of the Health Officer, it is likely to 
engender or cause the spread of disease amongst persons resort 
ing to the fair or festival. 

( 2 ) If the owner or person aforesaid fails or neglects to 
comply with any notice issued under sub- section ( 1) within 
the time specified therein , the Health Officer may himself take 
the necessary action , and the whole of the expenses incurred in 
doing so or such part thereof as the Health Officer may deter 
mine to be reasonable shall be recovered from such owner or 
person as if it were an arrear of land revenue. 

129. Licensing of houses to accommodate visitors to fair or 
festival. ( 1 ) The owner or occupier of a house , not being a 
lodging house registered under Chapter XI, situated in any noti 
fied lair or festival centre shall not, for purposes of gain , accom 
modate in the house visitors to the fair or festival, without obtai 
ning a licence in that behalf from the execut:ve authority or 
the Health Oficer of the local authority or any of the local 
authorities concerned . 

This provision shall not apply to tenancies from month to 
month or for a period exceeding one month . 

( 2 ) Every application for a licence under sub -section 
( 1) shall be in writing , shall contain such information as may 


be required by the authority to whom it is addressed , and shall 
be accompanied by i, such fee as may be prescribed for the 
grant of the licence . 
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(6 ) 


(3) (a ) If it appears to the executive. authority or the 
· Health Officer, as the case may be, that the house is suitable for 
accommodating visitors to the fair or festival, he may issue a 
licence in the prescribed form and subject to the prescribed 
conditions for the accommodation in the house of such number 
of visitors as may , in his opinion , be conveniently received there. 
in , having regard to the number of persons resident in the 
house, whether asmembers of the family or as servants of the 
owner or occupier . 

The licence shall also specify 
(i) the maximum number of persons (residents and 

visitors) who may be accommodated in the house at . 

any one time ; and 
( ii) the date until which it shall remain in force . 

(4 ) If the authority granting the licence is satisfied that 
the licenced house has, subsequent to the grant of the licence, 
become unfit for the accoinmodation of visitors, or if the licensee 
is convicted of any offence punishable under this Chapter, such 
authority may revoke the licence or , at his discretion , may sus 
pend the licence for such period or until the fulfilment of such 
condition , as he may specify , 

-130 . Extension of provisions of chapter to certain areas. 
The Government may , by notification and subject to such modif 
cations, if any , as may be specified therein , extend all or any of 
the foregoing provisions of this Chapter or any other provision 
in this Act connected therewith to any local area or part of a 
local area in which a large number of persons attending a fair 
or festival held in a notified fair or festival centre halt, or are 
expected to halt on their way to , or return fron , such centre, 


CHAPTER XIV . 

CANAL BOATS . 
131. i Infectious disease in canal boats . Where any local 
authority within whose local area a canal or any part of a canal 
is situate is informed that a person on board a canal boat is 
suffering from an infectious disease , such authority shall cause 
such steps to be taken as may be necessary for preventing the 
said disease from spreading and for that purpose may exercise 
the power of removing a person suffering as aforesaid and all 
other powers in relation to provisions against infection conferred 
by this Act and may also if need be detain the boat, but such 
boat shall not be detained for a longer time than is necessary for 
cleansing and disinfecting the same which in no 
exceed forty - eight hours . 

132. Inspection of canal boats . ( 1 ) Where an executive 
authority within whose local area a canal or part 


case shall 


of a 
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canal is situate has reasonable cause to suppose that there is 
on board a canal boat any person suffering from an 
infectious disease, such authority may enter such canal boat and 
examine the same and every part thereof in order to ascertain 
whether on board such boat there is a person suffering from an 
infectious disease and may if need be detain the boat for the 
purpose but for no longer time than is necessary . 

( 2) The person in charge of such a canal boat shall , 
if so required by the executive authority , produce to such 
authority the certificate of registration of the boat and 
permit such authority to exainine and copy the same and 
shall furnish such authority with such assistance and means 
as such authority may require for the purpose of his entry into 
and examination of and departure from the boat. 

(3 ) Any person who refuses to comply with the requisi 
tion of the executive authority under this section shall be 
punishable with imprisonment for six months or with fine not 
exceeding one hundred rupees or with both . 

133. Powers of Director of Public Health . The powers exer 
cisable by the executive authority under this Chapter shall also be 
exercisable by the Director of Public Health or any other officer 
specially authorised by him in writing in this behalf. 


CHAPTER XV. 


MEDICAL INSPECTION AND TREATMENT OF SCHOOL 

CHILDREN . 


134. Medical inspection of schools . The Government may 
make rules for ensuring the medical inspection and treatment 
of all school children , and prescribe the duties of local authoris 
ties in regard to such work . 


CHAPTER XVI. 


FINANCE 


135. Earmarking of revenue by local authorities for er 
penditure on public health . Every municipality shall earmark 
not les than 30 per cent of its income from all sources other than 
grants made by the Government for expenditure 

on the 
advancement of public health in its local area including exa 
penditure on medical relief, and every panchayat shall slınilarly 
earmark not less than 12 1/2 per cent of its income from such 
sources ; 

Provided that the Governnent may , for financial or other 
reasons; vary the provisions of this sub-section to such extent as 
they may think fit in the case of any local authority.

RULES, DYE- LAWS, PENALTIES , ETC. 
136 , Power ofGovernment to make rules. 
shall in addition to the rule making powers conferred on them 
by any other provision contained in this Act have power to 
make rules generally to carry out the purposes of this Act , 
137, Penalty for breach of rules . 

( 1 ) In making a rule 
under section 86 theGovernment may provide that a breach of 
such rule shall be punishable with imprisonment which may 
extend to three months or with fine which may extend to one 
hundred rupees or with both .

138. Procedure for making and the effect of rules. (1) The 
power to make rules under this Act shall be subject to the 
following conditions : 

( a ) A draft of the rules shall be published in the 

Gazette . 
( b ) Such draft shall not be further proceeded with 

until six weeks after such publication or until such 

later date as the Governmentmay appoint. 
(2 ) All rulesmade under this Act shall be published in 
the Gazette and upon such publication shall have effect as if 
enacted in this Act. 

139. Bye-laws by local authorities. Any local authority may 
make bye-laws not inconsistent with this Act or the rules made 
thereunder or with any other law , for carrying out all or any of 
the purposes of this Act . 

140. Breach of bye -laws. In making a bye -law , the local 
Authority may provide that a breach thereof shall be punisha 
ble 
( a ) with fine which may extend to fifty rupees and in case 

of a continuing breach with fine which may extend 
to fifteen rupees for every day during which the 
breach continues after conviction for the first breach ,

(b ) with fine which may extend to ten rupees for every 

day during which the breach continues after receipt 
of notice from the executive authority or the Health

141. Procedure for making or altering bye -laws. In regard to 
bye -laws made by a local authority under Sections 139 and 140 , 
the following provisions shall apply , namely :

142, Penalties for offences against Act etc. ( 1) Whoever 
(a ) contravenes any of the provisions of this Act specified 

in the first and the second columns of Schedule 1;

(b ) contravenes any rule or order made under any of the 

provisions so specified ; or 
(c ) fails to comply with any direction lawfully given to him , 

or any requisition lawfully made upon him , under 
or in pursuance of any of the said provisions ,

144. Propaganda by local authority . Every local authority 
shall carry out intensive and extensive propaganda for the 
advancement of public health . 

145. Appeal against decision of Health Officer . Any decision 
of the Health Officer against which an appeal is not otherwise 
provided for in this Act shall be subject to such appeal as may. 
be prescribed . 

146. Method of serving notice . ( 1) When any notice is re 
quired to be given by this Act or by any rule , bye-law , regula 
tion or order made under it, such notice shall be in writing and 
shall be given - 

(a ) by giving or tendering the notice to such person ; or 
(b ) if such person is not found, by leaving such notice at 

his last known place of abode or business or by 
giving or tendering the same to some adult member 

of his family ; or 
(c) if such person does not reside in the local area and his 

address elsewhere known to the executive autho 
rity by sending the same to him by registered post ;

within three months of the commission of the offence by the 
police , or the executive authority or the Health Officer, or by a 
person expressly authorised in this behalf by the local authority , 
the executive authority or the Health Officer : 

- Provided that nothing contained in this section shall affect 
the provisions of the Code of Criminal Procedure , 1898 in regard 
to the power of certain Magistrates to take cognizance of offences 
upon information received or upon their own knowledge or 
suspicion 

148. Power to compound offences. The executive authority 
or the Health Officer may compound any offence against this Act 
or the rules or bye- laws made thereunder which may , by rules 
made by the Government, be declared compoundable. 

The power to compound any offence so declared may also be 
: exercised by such other authority or person as may be authoris 
ed in that behalf by rules made by the Government . 

149. Powers of Police Oficers to arrest offenders against 
Act etc. Any police officer who sees a person committing an 
offence against any of the provisions of this Act or of any rule 
or bye-law made thereunder , may arrest such person if his name 
and address are unknown to the officer and such person on de 
mand declines to give his name and address or gives a name and 
address which the officer has reason to believe to be false.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS , 


In the Travancore area there is in force the Travancore 
Public Health Act, III of 1121. In the Cochin area , the Cochin 
Public Health Act, though enacted in 1124 has not been brought 
into force . In order to have a uniform law on the subject 
applicable to the whole State, a Bill was introduced in the 
Legislative Assembly in 1953. The Bill was also considered and 
revised by a Select Committee . But, with the dissolution of 
that Legislative Assembly , the Bill lapsed . The present Bill is 
prepared on the lines of the lapsed Bill as revised by the said 
Select Committee..
